faded a Author to think that the publi-

He has prefaced it by the Notes on the 
Cinque Ports, for the information of the 
general reader, who will, he trufts, not deem 
fuch a paper fuperfluous or irrelevant.

the accuracy of Dr. Harris’s date of the 
Inftallation of Lord Vifcount Sydney, which 
he afcribed to the year 1694, is erroneoutfly 
queftioned. Reference had been had to a 
copy of a Precept fummoning the Court which 
was iflued by his Lordfhip in 1693; but the 
Author has fince, by the kind afliftance of 
Alderman Rofs of Haftings, afcertained that 
his Lord{hip poftponed the intended Court in 
Auguft 1693, in confequence of having re- 
ceived the King’s command to repair to His 
Majefty in Flanders; and that on the roth 
day of April, 1694, his lordfhip iffued another 
precept f{ummoning a Court to be held on the 
1ft of June then next. The return from the 
Corporation of Haftings was dated in the 
month of May, and was addreffed to the Right 
Hon. Henry, Earl of Romney ; from which it 
is evident that the Lord Warden had been 
created Earl of Romney between the date of 


his precept on the roth of April and the hold-

ing of the Court on the rft of June, 1694. 
This will explain the difcrepancy in name and 
dates which occurs in the work. That the 
Court was held on the latter day is proved by 


a Sermon preached by the Rev. J. Broome, 
Vicar of Cheriton and Chaplain of the Cinque 
Ports, on the occafion of the Inftallation, 
which was publifhed, and a copy of which is 
now in the Author’s poffeffion.

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INTRODUCTION. 


eta HE efpecial jurifdiction and pri- 
2e7 vileges of the Cinque Ports may 


not be familiar to moft of the 


of the Ports, and of their Warden, ftyled by 
Camden the “ Limen-arcua’ of the Ports, 
may with propriety be prefixed to the record of 
his Lordfhip’s Court of Shepway, the ancient 
ward-mote or parliament of the province. 
The following notes have therefore been 
compiled with the view of fhowing the 
honoured age of the inftitution, and de- 
monftrating the Court to be an incident of it. 
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The object aimed at, however, is not to 
attempt a Ai/fory of the Cinque Ports; but 
fimply to trace, as far as is practicable, their 
origin and rife, exhibiting the antiquity of 
each; and in doing this I muft refer to 
fome ports which once exifted as fuch, but 
have long fince pafled away. 

My defire has been to exclude what might 
be deemed apocryphal. And whilft I cite 
the authorities on which the principal ftate- 
ments are made, the reader will experience no 
dificulty in diftinguifhing the writer’s own 
thoughts and deductions, and giving them fuch 
weight as he may confider them entitled to. 

For the information of fuch readers as are 
unacquainted with the peculiar organization 
of the Cinque Ports, it may here be obferved 
that the ancient Courts of Brotherhood, and 
Brotherhood and Gueftling, poflefs totally dif- 
ferent functions. They are the Courts re- 
{pectively of the Ports, Ancient Towns, and 
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their Members, independently of their War- 
den, though fubordinate to his Court, and for 
the regulation of their own internal affairs. 

The Jurifdiction pofleffed alfo its own Courts 
of Chancery,Admiralty, and Loadmanage; all 
of them being held in the Church of St. James 
the Apoftle, at Dover, in the fouth aifle of 
which a place was fet apart and duly arranged 
for the fitting of a Court. 

The Court of Chancery took the cognizance 
of caufes civil arifing within the liberty of the 
Ports, holding its fittings every three weeks. 
It would appear, from records dating from the 
thirteenth year of King James I, that it was 
prefided over by either the Lord Warden 
himfelf, or his Lieutenant, or a deputy nomi- 
nated by him, or the Senefchal, the latter of 
whom would feem to have been fubfequently 
either defcribed as a ‘‘learned fteward,” or to 
have had fuch an officer fubftituted for him. 
Whenever the Warden or the Lieutenant of 
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Dover Caftle prefided as Judge, he had the 


Senefchal or a “learned fteward” fitting with 


| him. The Court appears to have exercifed 


a very extenfive jurifdiction. It iflued its writ- 
of Habeas Corpus; fent caufes for trial before 
the Courts of Record at the Ports; ordered an 
examination of witneffes in its own office, or 
iffued a Commiflion to examine them; iffued 
attachments, and committed parties for con- 
tempt of Court to the cuftody of the Sergeant- 
at-Arms or Bodar of Dover Caftle; and, in 
truth, was an independent tribunal within and 
for the liberty of the Ports. The appeal from 
it lay, according to Sir Leonine Jenkins’ 
Charge, to the Warden’s Court of Shepway 
only. It appears to have been much reforted 
to during the reigns of the Stuarts; but then 
its bufinefs gradually declined, and in the reign 
of the firft George it fell altogether into defue- 
tude. 

The Court of Admiralty appears from fome 
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earlier records to have been affociated origi- 
nally with the Court of Chancery, many of 
the titles of the proceedings being headed 
“Curia Cancellaria et Admiraltie,’ thus fhow- 
ing that one Court was formed for both ob- 
jects. The Admiralty bufinefs proper feems 
to have then conftituted but a {mall propor- 
tion of the bufinefs of the Court. But it is 
probable that, as the national navy increafed, 
and mercantile interefts advanced, the Ad- 
miralty jurifdiction became a matter of more 
importance, and a feparate tribunal was con- 
{tituted for it. 

I have, in the Appendix No. VII, given a 
copy of a Warrant from King Charles II. 
for keeping a Seflion of the Admiralty of 
the Cingue Ports, together with the articles 
to be inquired of by the jury, being a 
charge given to them. And it appears, I 
think, that the Admiralty Court has fince 
exifted as a feparate tribunal; not, however, 
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for the trial of offences againft the King’s 
Majefty’s perfon, his crown and dignity, but 
latterly for the difpofal of maritime caufes, 
and for the adminiftration of the Lord War- 
den’s right to droits, falvage, &c. 

I have alfo given in the Appendix other 
papers connected with the Admiralty, which 
may prove of intereft to the reader. 

His Lordfhip’s Court of Loadmanage was 
an ancient tribunal, though I am not prepared 
to {pecify its beginning. The earlieft record 
of it which I have feen is that of an Affembly 
on the 28th day of Auguft, in the eleventh 
year of King Henry VII. (1496), held in the 
Town Hall at Dover, in the prefence of ‘ the 
Rev. and Right Worfhipful Sir E. Poynings, 
Knt., Lieutenant under the Moft Excellent 
Prince Henry, Duke of York, Marfhall of 
England, Lieutenant of Ireland, Conftable of 
the Caftle of Dover, Warden and Admiral of 
the Five Ports, of all the Poffeffioners and 
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Owners of all the Paflagers, Turcofts, Craiers 
perteyning and belonging to the Paflage of 
Dover,” for their regulation; and it was or- 
dained that they fhould all be from thence- 
forth in a general fellowfhip together; and 
the refpective turns of the fhips were fettled. 
Four Wardens were to be chofen for govern- 
ment and management. 

On the 2oth of February in the eighteenth 
year of King Henry VIII. (1526), ‘“‘ Actes and 
Ordinances” were made “ by Sir Edw. Guild- 
ford, Knt., Conftable of the King’s Caftle at 
Dover, Guardian and Admiralof his Five Ports, 
for the conferving and keeping of the good 
order of the Loadefmen (Pilots) at Dover and 
other places within the precinét and liberty 
of faid five ports, to be duly obferved, ufed, 
and kept from thenceforth.” 

In the year 1617 Sandwich and Deal would 
feem to have been incorporated and admitted 


of the fellowfhip; and during the fame cen- 
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tury Margate, Ramfgate, and Broadftairs to 
have been alfo included in it. 

The inftitution afterwards affumed a more 
defined and ftatutable confiftency, being in- 
vetted with the right and privilege of appoint- 
ing and regulating the valuable body of men 
known as the Cinque Ports’ Pilots. That 
local jurifdiction, however, is alfo now abro- 
gated, the fellowfhip of pilots having been, in 
the year 1853, placed under the ordering of 
the Trinity Board of Deptford Strond.

NOTES ON THE ORIGIN AND ANTIQUITY 
OF THE “ CINQUE PORTS, TWO ANCIENT 
TOWNS, AND THEIR MEMBERS.” 


FTER the Roman Government was 
eftablifhed in Britain, Kent formed 
part of the province called Britannia

es) ‘ei Prima; but the fea-coaft, which that 


ESA people called Littus Saxonicum, the 
Saxon fhore, had a peculiar ruler over it from the 
time of Dioclefian, called by Marcellinus, Traétus 
maritimt comitem, that is, the Count of the fea-coatt, 
or Lieutenant or Count of the maritime trac¢t, or 
Saxon fhore along Britaine. 

This officer, according to the Notztza of Pancirollus, 
prefided over nine ports on this fhore, viz:—1. Othoma, 
(faid to have been in the hundred of Dengy, in Effex, 


at or near St. Peter’sin the Wall) ; 2. Dubris, (Dover) ;

3. Lemanus, (Limne); 4. Branodunum, (Brancafter 
in Norfolk); 5. Garrianonum, (Yarmouth, in the 
fame county); 6. Regulbium, (Reculver); 7. Rutupia, 
(Richborough) ; 8. Anderida, (Newenden on the 
Rother) ; 9g. Portus Adurni, (either Arundel or Ed- 
rington, near Shoreham, in Suffex). 

This enumeration of the Nofitia places the ports on 
the Saxon coaft thus :—in Norfolk, 2; Effex, 1; 
Kent, $32 oullex, at 

The Itinerary afcribed to Antoninus mentions only 
three ports, viz :—1. Rutupia; 2. Dubris; 3. Lemanis. 
Probably he was making the journey of Kent only ; 
though, even on that fuppofition, Regulbium and 
Anderida are omitted. 

Hafted, in his celebrated Hiftory of Kent, {peaking of 
the “ Limen-archa”’ of the ports, fays, that, during the 
time of the Saxon Heptarchy, of courfe there could be 
no fuch officer to take care of the ports and towns 
upon the fea-coaft; but Darell, in his Hiftory of 
Dover Caftle, {tates that Hengift the Saxon, in his 
abfence, conferred upon his brother Horfa the com- 
mand of Dover Caftle, and conftituted him “ Warden 
of the Ports,” (a.p. 460); and that he fixed his refi- 
dence at Appledour, looking upon it as the moft con- 
venient place from its vicinity to the ports. 
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How far the office was continued afterwards by the 
Saxons or Danes does not particularly appear. The 
country having been divided into petty fovereignties, 
it is probable that the chieftain of each took the charge 
of the ports within it; but Mr. Lappenberg, in his 
Hiftory of England under the Anglo-Saxon Kings, 
mentions, in treating of the privileges of thofe days, 
that “‘ the burghers of Dover, for their /ac and /oc, 
fupplied the king yearly with twenty fhips, each having 
twenty-one men, during fifteen days.” 

When this compadt firft originated he does not 
{tate; but it would appear that, when the kingdom 
had become united again under one ruler, the im- 
portance of fuch a guard was felt: for we find the 
office was revived by Edward the Confeffor in the per- 
fon of Earl Godwyne. He was fucceeded in it by his 
fon Harold; for Darell ftates that when Harold 
became king he conferred the government of the 
Caftle of Dover, and, it may be affumed, the warden- 
fhip of the Ports, upon his brother Tofton. 

William the Conqueror, foon after his feizure of the 
kingdom, gave a ftability and fixed character to the 
office, by erecting a feparate jurifdiction, and con- 
ftituting one of his Norman barons conftable of Dover 
Caftle, warden, chancellor, and admiral of the Cinque

Darell’s Dover 
Caftle, p. 143 but 
the Appendix 
makes Bertram 
de Afhburnham 
his fucceffor, 
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Ports,—offices which have been continued uninter- 
ruptedly from that day until now. 

A writer on the Cinque Ports fays:—** To enable 
his government to wield the refources of this maritime | 
diftrict with the greater vigour and _ promptitude, 
William fevered it wholly from the civil and military 
adminiftration of the counties of Kent and Suffex, 
erecting it into a kind of palatine jurifdi€tion under a 
gardien or warden, who had the feat of his adminiftra- 
tion at the Caftle of Dover, and exercifed over the 
whole diftri&t the combined civil, military, and naval 
authority ; thus uniting in his own hands all the 
various functions which (to ufe the terms moft intel- 
ligible to modern readers) we may defcribe as thofe of 
a fheriff of a county at large, a cuftos rotulorum, a 
lord-lieutenant, and an admiral of the coaft.” 


Having thus {tated what is known of the origin of 
the office of Warden, I will proceed to treat of the 
ports over which that officer has prefided. 

We have feen that, according to the Notitia of Pan- 
cirollus, the Roman officer prefided over nine’ ports ; 
while the Itinerary of Antoninus mentions only three : 
Rutupia, (Richborough) ; Duéris, (Dover); and Le- 
manis, (Lympne). 
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Lambarde, in his Perambulation of Kent, fays he 
finds in the Doomfday Book, that “ Dover, Sandwich, 
and Rumney, were, in the time of King Edward the 
Confeffor, difcharged almoft of all manner of impofi- 
tions and burdens, (which other Townes did beare), in 
confideration of fervice to bee done by them upon the 
fea.” And it is to be obferved that in the Doomfday 
Book thofe three ports only are mentioned, and the 
fervice required of each on the fea fpecified. 

In treating of the ports I will take them in the 
order given in the Itinerary, and fhow how Rutupia 
and Lemanis became afterwards fuperfeded by Sand- 
wich and Romney, the ports mentioned by Lambarde 
as exifting at the time of the Confeffor. 

I fhall then proceed to introduce the remaining two 
of the five ports, followed by the “ ancient towns,” 
and beftow a flight reference to the members attached 
to the ports and towns. 


The firft, then, in order is Rutupia. This port, like 
others of the Romans, was formed of the eftuary of a 
river. 

It has been fuppofed by many that the river Stour 
at Sandwich it was which formed the Rutupian 
port; but I find that the ancient plates and maps in- 
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ferted in Lewis’s Hiftory of the Ifle of “ Tenet,” pub- 
lifhed in 1723, and a Defcription of the Ifle of Tha- 
net, printed in London, 1763, give a very different 
courfe to the river by Rutupia (Richborough) than 
what now appears. ‘The river Stour, as there fhown, 
begins at Stourmouth, and the water between that | 
junction and Sandwich Haven is called the Wantfume 
river, and runs by Richborough to Sandwich and the | 
Haven. The plate in Lewis puts the Roman ca/ffrum 
on the edge of the water. 

It is, I believe, an admitted fact that, wherever the 
Romans made a lodgment on the coaft, there they 
built a fortification of fome kind in immediate connec- 
tion with their port. Rutupia then, the place of their 
fort, would be their original port; and it appears that 
Sandwich, which is fome little diftance from it, had no 
exiftence at that period, and did not rife till after- 
wards. In fact, the ancient plates fhow that the fite 
of the prefent town was then covered by the fea. 

Subfequently the river Wantfume had its courfe from 
the Haven by Stonar and Sandwich weftward to Stour- 
mouth, and thence northward to the northern coaft of 
the ifland near Reculver, which was then called the 
‘“ North Mouth,” or North Haven. 

Mr. Beale Pofte, in his Britannia Antiqua, {ays :— 
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A MAP of the Rutupian Ports, the ancient courfe of the Wantfume, and the prefent courfe of the River Stour. The white 


Space between the Iland of Thanet and the County of Kent, formerly covered entirely with water, 


being now all of it dry land as far as the Eaftern Shore at Pepperneffe. 
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“« Here was formerly a perfectly navigable ftrait, and 
which remained fo, there is little doubt, in the time of 
the Romans; and in fhort it is, in fome refpedts, 
proved that it did, as the port of Ebbs-fleet, on the 
north fide of the ftrait, is mentioned foon after the 
Romans left, in the Saxon Chronicle and Ethelward’s 
Chronicle, by its name, Wippeds-fleot, and {tated to be 
the place where Hengift landed; while the port of 
Richborough and the fortrefs of Reculver fhow its 
extent on the fouth fhore. According to the autho- 
rity of Bede, who died in the year 735, it had decreafed, 
in his time, to the width of three furlongs; but con- | 


tinued {till navigable to the Norman Conqueft, as we 
find it recorded in hiftory that Earl Godwyne about 
that time failed through it with a fleet. It began, 
foon after this period, to be called “‘ The Wanfume,” 
an appellation derived, as many fuppofe, from the 
deficiency of the water, wanfian, in Anglo-Saxon, 
implying to diminifh, and wanung, a diminution : 
hence wanfum, in the fame language, might have 
been diminifhing, adjectively ; and if this, the com- 
mon etymology, be fubftantiated, it follows, of courfe, 
that ea or eye, the Anglo-Saxon for water, was added 
and afterwards dropped.” 

It will be evident from this teftimony that, in Saxon 
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days, the river being navigable throughout, it would 
be much more agreeable to the failors of that period, 
arriving with merchandife from the Continent, to 
avoid going round the North Foreland, and to enter 
the Haven, go up the Wantfum, and out at the North 
Mouth, and fo make for the Thames. We all know 
how mariners of old preferred hugging the fhore to 
putting out to fea. This hypothefis (if it be one) 
accounts for the faét that Sandwich was called by the 
Saxons Lundenwic, or the Port of London; it being 
the route by which merchandife was conveyed to that 
city. 

Again, Darell fays,—** Where Sandwich ftands there 
were no veftiges before the reign of Canute of any 
town either of the name of Rupecefter or any other 
that had been deftroyed; and, that the town was 
ordered to be built by Canute as a place proper to 
land troops from Denmark, the bay or fea off Sand- 
wich being called the Wafum Sea.” But Hafted in 
his Hiftory fays that Canute only finifhed the building 
of the town; and he dates its rife from about 200 
years after the Romans left, and narrates feveral me- 
morable tranfactions which are alleged to have occurred 
there during the Saxon era. 

He, moreover, (vol. 4.) gives an ancient map which 
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fhows Rutupia to have been fituate altogether on a 
{mall ifland, diftin@ from Thanet, and the fea to have 
flowed up much inland of where Sandwich now | sidePiate, p. 7. 
ftands. 

On thefe data we come to the conclufion that the 
Roman port of Rutupia was at Richborough, and 
that Sandwich was not coeval with the arrival or ftay 
of the Romans in England; but that, upon the decay 
of the Roman port, after that people left the kingdom, 
Sandwich was founded, gradually advanced, and ulti- 
mately fucceeded Rutupia, and became the port adopted 
by the Saxons in lieu of it. Thus, then, the port of 
Sandwich is of Saxon origin. 


The fecond port in order is Duéris, (Dover) ; {pelt 
in Doomfday Dovere. 

This port was formed of the eftuary of the river 
Dour, which ftill follows its ancient courfe, though over oe eons 
a narrowed bed. 

I need not ftop to inquire whether this town and 
port occupies the fame pofition now as when Julius 
Ceefar firft attempted a landing there and was beaten 
off by the hardy Britons, The efforts of Arviragus the 
Briton to block up the port, the Roman pharos, and 
the veftiges of its mural inclofure, interfected with its 
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ter. 
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gates, to feveral of which hiftory afcribes the names 
of Roman Emperors, may be regarded, in conjunction 
with Czfar’s defcription of the coaft, as ample evidence 
of the fact, and I do not imagine there will be any 
controverfy upon this point. 

It appears to have always been a port of more or lefs 
importance. In the opinion of many the Britz/h had 
a fortification on its hill. Here the firft Roman cohort 
was ftationed, being upwards of 1100 ftrong; ranking 


| conf{picuous for valour and fidelity, and claiming the 
higheft poft of honour, and the cuftody of the Imperial 
| Eagle. 


That it was a Roman ftation may be proved from 
the following account of the four great Roman roads 
in England :— 


“ From the South into the North takith Erninge-Strete, 

From the Eft into the Weft goth Lkenelde-Strete, 

From South-eft to North-weft that is Sumdel grete, 

From Dover into Cheftre goth Watlynge-Strete. 

The ferthe of thife is moft of alle, that telleth from Toteneys, 
From the one ende of Cornwaile anone to Cateneys, 

From the South-weft to North-eft into England’s end. 

Foffe, men calleth thilke way, that by many town doth wende.”’ 


The Saxons did not negleét it. Either Hengift or 
his immediate fucceffors extended its works of defence. 
And Alfred the Great, the firft Saxon king who ufed 
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mafonry in fortification, inclofed the earthworks: on 
the hill with maffive walls, gates, and towers, fome of 
which, even now, ferve their original purpofe. That 
it preferved its importance under fucceeding Saxon 
kings may be gathered from the following incident. 
The brother-in-law of King Edward the Confeffor, 
Euftace, Earl of Bulloigne, appeared at court with a 
ftately retinue. On his return, having {topped for re- 
frefhment at Canterbury, he proceeded on the way to 
Dover. When within a mile or two of the town, it 
was obferved that he and his men put on their hau- 
berks; and no fooner had they arrived than they an- 
nounced their intention to quarter themfelves wherever 
it appeared agreeable to them. Againft abufes in 
harbouring even the king and his followers the 
townfpeople could fecure themfelves; but to thefe 
Franks, who were regarded as a public nuifance, no 
one would act as hoft. One of them having wounded 
a houfeholder, who refifted his attempts at entrance, 
was flain by the latter; whereupon Euftace and his 
followers mounted their horfes and made a general 
attack on the inhabitants, in which the houfeholder 
above-mentioned and about twenty others were flain. 


Many of the French alfo fell by the hands of the 


townfmen, and many more were wounded. Eutftace | 
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himfelf, with a few of his people, efcaping with difh- 
culty, went immediately to the king at Gloucefter, 
and complained of the injuries and the infults he had 
experienced at Dover, and demanded immediate fatisfac- 
tion. The king, on hearing their verfion of what had 
taken place, in his anger fent for Godwyne, and ordered 
him immediately to chaftife the townfmen for their 
mifconduct. But why fhould the proud and mighty 
earl, out of mere compliance with the will of his | 
weak-minded fon-in-law, be the inftrument to punifh 
his brave burghers for a deed which had called forth 
England under | praife from every part of England! The earl replied

of the inhabitants to be violated ; and he concluded his 
{peech in the high tone of authority by declaring, as 
Earl of Kent, and guardian of the ports, it was his 
duty to protect thofe within his jurifdi€tion from the 
infults of foreigners! It might have been a hazardous 
experiment for the king to have endeavoured by force 
to compel the proud earl to execute his commands. 
The barons of the ports were amenable to their war- 
Lyon’s Dover, | den for any abufe or mifapplication of their privileges.

It is well known how the Normans regarded the 


place, and enlarged its fortifications. William the 
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Norman exatted from Harold, even during the life- 
time of Edward, a folemn pledge that he would fur- 
render into his hands the Caftle of Dover and the well 
within it—no doubt as being the centre of all military 
action in refpeét of the oppofite coafts. 

The port does not feem to have been lefs efteemed 
in the medieval age. King Edward III, in the fourth 
year of his reign, paffed a ftatute regulating the fares 
of the paflage from Dover ; by another ftatute, in his 
ninth year, the tables of exchanges were appointed to 
be there; and by a further ftatute, in the fame year, 
it was ordained that no pilgrim fhould pafs out of the 
realm but at Dover, under the pain of a year’s imprifon- 
ment. 

And King Edward IV, in the fourth year of his reign, 
by a ftatute which recites that his noble anceftor, King 
Edward III, after the conqueft of the town of Calais, 
in his parliament holden in the ninth year of his reign, 
ordained for the relief and comfort of the town of 
Dover, one of the towns of the Cinque Ports, that no 
merchant nor other perfon or perfons, horfe or beatt, 
fhould take pafflage to the town of Calais from any 
other port in the county of Kent but only from the 
town of Dover, and alfo come from Calais to any other 
port in Kent but the faid port of the faid town of 
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Dover, unlefs driven by tempeft; and that it was alfo 
ordained and eftablifhed, by authority of a Parliament 
holden in the thirteenth year of King Richard II, that 
the whole paffage fhould be protected (/éroit garde) 
to the faid town of Dover, in manner and form before 
recited, and at no other place; the king, confidering 
the premifes, and as the faid town is fituate on the 
extreme confines of this realm neareft to his enemies, 
did eftablifh and enact that no merchant or other 
perfon, horfe or beaft, fhould take any other paflage, on 
pain of forfeiting for each time five marks to the king, to 
be employed in the reparation of the Caftle of Dover, 
and to be recovered by procefs and determination as 
in actions for debt: and that every fhipmafter, con- 
trary to that ordinance, conveying any perfon fhould 
likewife forfeit for each offence five marks in manner 
and form aforefaid. 

This kind of evidence might be multiplied; but 
enough has been ftated to fhow that the port dates 
from or before the Roman era, and that the town has, 
throughout the period fince their conftitution, main- 
tained its due pofition as one of the ancient Cinque Ports. 


We proceed, then, to the third port, Lemanis; and 
this has to be treated in the fame manner as the firft, 
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viz. Rutupia. Dr. Harris records that Ta/éot,in his Com- 
ment upon the Itinerary of Antoninus, faith :—“< The 
haven of Limne ftood at firft under a high rock in the 
parifh of Limne; where was alfo fituated the ftrong 
caftle of Stutfal/, for the defence of the port ; for here 
the captain of the company of the Turnacen/is, (a band 
of Roman forces, fo called from Tornacum, now Tour- 
nay, in Flanders), under the command of the comes 
litorts Saxonict, or lieutenant of the Saxon fhore, had 
his ftation.”’ 

That this place was the old Portus Lemanis all 
writers almoft agree, but Mr. Somner. That learned 
antiquarian contends that the river Rother, or Limen, 
the eftuary of which formed this port, flowed anciently 
by Romney— Romanum Mare—and that its courfe was 
altered by a great inundation of the fea, which hap- 
pened in the fixteenth year of King Edward I, 1287, 
A.D. Perhaps it wasfo. But there is a long lapfe of 
time between the erection of the Roman ca/frum, the 
ruins of which are yet known as the Lympne, or Stut- 
fall Caftle, and the reign of Edward I; and Mr. 
Holloway, in his Hiftory of Romney Marth, fhows 
good ground for the conclufion that the river Limen, 
or Rother, originally flowed by the Lympne Hill and 
Caftle, and reached the fea in the neighbourhood of 


vies 
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Weft Hythe; that the river became fubfequently di- 
vided into two branches, a part of its waters finding 
their way to the fea by Romney, which was then a 
{mall ifland, and another part by Weft Hythe; and 
that it was not until the inundation referred to, and 
other like events in the fame century, that the courfe 
of the Rother was wholly turned, and the beds of its 
two ancient branches left dry. 

Taking, then, for our guide the rule alluded to in 
treating of Rutupia, it is to be affumed, that, when the 
Romans built their caftle, the river Limen flowed up 
to the bafe of the hill on which it ftands—hence the 
Port Lemanis of that people ; that fubfequently Rom- 
ney grew into importance, the derivation of the name 
being, according to Mr. Holloway, Roman-ea, or 
Roman Ifland, and became in the Norman era either 
wholly or in part the port fubftituted for Lemanis. 
Romney, again, became in like manner deprived of its 
waters, and New Romney rofe as its fucceffor. 

When it is confidered that 2000 years ago Romney 
Marfh was probably covered with water, that the fea 
leaving it gradually it would be interfected with in- 
numerable dykes, and thus {mall iflands be formed, and 
that the waters have been gradually kept out (as they 
are at this day) by walls, and the dykes reclaimed, 
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there is no difficulty in imagining fuch a procefs to 
have taken place. | 

We arrive, then, at the conclufion that Lemanis, at 
the foot of Lympne Caftle, was the port of the Romans ; 
that in the Saxon era it had become fuperfeded by 
Romney, the port mentioned in Doomfday Book ; and 
that Romney again was fubfequently fuperfeded by New 
Romney, which is fpecified in the later charters as one 
of the Cinque Ports. 

I have thus fhown, upon the authority both of Anto- 
ninus’s Itinerary in Roman days, and the Doomfday 
Book recording the {tate of the kingdom on the extinc- 
tion of the Anglo-Saxon dynafty, what were the three 
original ports, and that, of thofe three, Dover is the 
only one of the Roman ports that remains a port 


ftill. 


Having, then, gone over the three, which may be 
defignated the Roman and Saxon ports refpectively, we 
proceed to the other two of the five ports, which may 
be characterized as the Norman ports. 

Soon after the record of the Doomfday was com- 
piled, in the fourth year after the Conqueft, William I. 
granted a charter to the ‘ Cinque” Ports, embracing, 
with thofe already mentioned, Ha/ffings and Hythe ; 
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places which thus appear for the firft time. We will 
confider Haftings firft. 

That the Conqueror fhould have entertained a par- 
tiality for this town is no caufe of marvel. Indeed, 
it would have been fingular had he not endeavoured to 
perpetuate fo memorable an event as the battle of 
Haftings, and to ennoble that town; but I have not 
found any record of its ever having poffeffed a port or 
harbour, except what Mr. Jeake, who wrote his Trea- 
tife on the Ports in 1678, fays:—‘ That the prefent 
town of Haftings is built between two hills, between 
which runs a frefh water called the Bourne.” The in- 
habitants appear to have an impreflion that a port 
exifted in former time, and, I believe, point out the 
courfe in which ran a fmall river, which may pro- 
bably be the Bourne referred to by Jeake. 

Why then, looking to its age and circumftances, Mr. 
Mois, in his book on the Hiftory and Antiquities of the 
Town and Port of Haftings, fhould now defignate it 
as “the principal of the Cinque Ports;” or why there 
fhould exift for it a claim of precedence, does not, I 
think, fatisfactorily appear. Mr. Mofs fays that 
“« Haftings, called by the Saxons Haftinga, derived its 
etymology, according to Camden, of high authority in 
matter of antiquarian refearch and inquiry, from a 
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Danith pirate of the name of Hafting, who, it is ftated, 
built {mall fortreffes at the point where he landed for 
plunder.” Again,— Its antiquity may likewife be in- 
ferred from its having been a place of importance as 
| far back as in the Saxon Heptarchy, when Suffex be- 
longed to the kingdom of the South Saxons and was 
eftablifhed as fuch, a.p. 491.” 

We might grant this; but he adds, truly, that 
“‘ Haftings is but flightly mentioned in Doomfday 
Book.” 

Again, he quotes from a fummons of King Edward 
I, the “‘ fervices which the barons of the Cinque Ports 
owe to our lord the king from year to year by fea, if 
need be;”—{fhowing that the town of Haftings fur- 
nifhed a lefs number of fhips than other ports; the 
particulars of which fummons in this refpect will be 
found fubjoined in the Appendix No. 1, to which the 
reader is referred. 

Thefe fervices appear to have in fome meafure 
varied from time to time according to the profperity 
or otherwife of the ports and the need of the Crown. 
There has evidently been a difpofition in fome of the 
old writers to regard Haftings, at one time, as of more 
importance than others; but feeing that Haftings was 
not a port till centuries after others, and that her fea 
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fervice was lefs than others, is fhe zow entitled to 
claim a pre-eminence over her combarons? It is quite 
poffible that fhe might at fome particular period have 
fignalized herfelf by an act of extra exertion or devo- 
tion; fuch as the one recorded of fending two bailiffs 
to Yarmouth for the management of the herring 
fifhery, whilft other ports fent only one; but we fail 
to perceive that fuch a fervice, performed when writers 
of ancient days happened to chronicle it, fhould be re- 
garded as a qualification for a perpetual precedency. 
Boys, in his Hiftory of Sandwich, claims the precedence 
for that port. But, to prolong this difquifition would 
be foreign to my prefent purpofe, and I will only fur- 
ther quote what the celebrated and truftworthy hiftorian 
Lambarde, in his Perambulation of Kent, (written in 
1670), fays upon this point :— 

“« Not without good caufe, therefore, hath Dover by 
great pre-eminence beene reported the chiefe of the 
Five Portes, affigned by lawes of Parliament as a {peciall 
place for paflage and exchaunge, and by auncient tenure 
acknowledged for ladie and maiftreffe of many manors: 
To it alwaies fome man of great appearance is ap- 
pointed as captaine and governour: ‘To, in or for it, 
fundrie gentlemen of the fhire paie yet their money 
for the auncient duty of their attendaunce and fervice : 
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and to it finally, the countrey men in all times of 
trouble have an efpeciall eie and regarde.” 


The remaining cinque port is Hythe. It is un- 
doubted that this port was originally at Weft Hythe, 
two miles to the fouth-weft of the prefent town. 
Taking Hafted’s account of thefe two places, coupled 
with what has been faid with refpect to the Lemanis 
port, we gather that the Rother river, having paffed 
Lympne Caftle, flowed out to the fea in the dire¢tion 
of Weft Hythe, which, upon the decay of the Lemanis 
port, “‘ and the fhips being hindered from coming to 
it,” became a confiderable town, and alfo a port. The 
fame caufes that deftroyed the original port led to the 
eventual deftruction of its fucceflor; fo that, at the 
time of King William I, the prefent town had grown 
into importance, and was by him incorporated into 
the Cinque Ports. 

Hafted’s account is that the prefent town of Hythe 
is fuppofed to owe its origin to the decay of the 
ancient ports of Limne and Weft Hythe fucceflively, the 
harbours of which being rendered ufelefs by the with- 
drawing of the fea, and then being banked up with 
fand, occafioned this of Hythe to be frequented in their 
ftead, and it continued a fafe and commodious harbour 
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Lambarde’s Per- 
amb, p. 159. 


Hafted’s” Kent, 
tom, iil. p. 411. 


for a confiderable length of time, till the fame fate befel 
it likewife, and rendered it wholly ufelefs; and, as 
Lambarde obferves, “ truly, whofoever fhall confider, 
either the univerfall viciffitude of the fea in all places, 
or the particular alteration, and chaunge, that in times 
paffed and now prefently it worketh on the coaftes of 
this realm, he will eafilie affent, that townes bordering 
upon the fea, and upholden by the commoditie thereof, 
may in fhort time decline to great decay, and become 
(in maner), worth nothing at all. 

‘“< For as the water either floweth, or forfaketh them, 
fo muft they of neceffitie, either flourifh or fall ; 
flowing (as it were) and ebbing with the fea itfelfe. 
The neceflitie of which thing is every where fo 
inevitable, that all the Popifh ceremonies of efpoufing 
the fea (which the Venetians yeerely ufe on Saint 
Mark’s Day, by cafting a golden ring into the water) 
cannot let, but that the fea continually by little and 
little withdraweth itfelfe from their citie, and threat- 
neth in time utterly to forfake them.” 

Again, Hafted writes :—‘“ In the reign of King 
Henry VIII. this haven, though Leland calls it a pretty 
road, feems to have been in great meafure deftroyed by 
the fands and beach caft up on this fhore, by the de- 
fertion of the fea, for he defcribes it as being at that 
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time as only a {mall channel or gut left, which ran 
within fhore for more than a mile towards Folkftone, 
that {mall veffels could come up it with fafety. Soon 
after this, even the {mall channel mentioned became 
likewife {warved up and loft, though it had the ad- 
vantage of the Seadrook and other ftreams from the 
hills as a back water to keep it fcowered and open.” 


I have thus gone over the Five Ports named in the 
charter granted by King William I. before referred to. 


This charter was confirmed by fucceeding fovereigns ; 
but, though the old charters are loft, we have in Jeake’s 


{et out, in which they are recited by im/peximus, up to 
that of Edward the Confeffor; thus proving that the 
inftitution of the Warden of the Ports has exifted in an 
unbroken feries from that time. The fervice done by 
the ports to the realm was fuch that almoft every 
fovereign deemed it right to confirm them, down to 
the time of Charles II, who, in the twentieth year of 
his reign, granted a new charter, under which the

With the Cinque Ports, properly fo called, were 


affociated, probably foon after the Conqueft, the two

“ancient towns” of Rye and Winchelfea, and, fubfe- 
quently, the feveral members of each town and port. 

According to Lord Coke the union of the ancient 
towns took place after the Conqueror and before King 
John, father of King Henry III. 

I fpeak firft of Winchelfea; of which town Mr. 
Cooper in his hiftory of it fays,—‘* Whether the town 
did or did not exift in the time of the Romans, it was 
affuredly built and had become an important place in 
Saxon days.” It is not mentioned in the Saxon Chro- 
nicles, nor by name in Doomfday; yet, according to 
Ruding, King Edgar had a mint here (Wincles) in 
959; and it was a town of fufficient importance in the 
time of Edward the Confeflor to be granted by him 
to the abbot and monks of Fifchampe (vulgarly Feé- 
champ) in France, to whom they were further con- 
firmed by Kings William and Henry. 

Mr. Cooper further writes:—‘“ The old town of 
Winchelfea, together with the neighbouring town of 
Rye, was probably added to the Cinque Ports by Wil- 
liam the Conqueror, as, in confirming the grant of Old 
Winchelfea to the abbot of Fifchampe, he {peaks of 
its liberties, free cuftoms, &c; and, as Henry II, 
Richard I, and John, granted charters to the men of 
Winchelfea and Rye, to be free of toll, &c. in other 
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towns, as the Five Ports were: to be free from fhires, 
hundreds, &c; and not required to plead otherwife 
than as the barons of Haftings and of the Cinque Ports 
were. Beyond all doubt, however, they were added 
before the time of King John, under the ftyle of 
Nobiliora Membra Quinque Portuum ; for, in a record, 
dated 2nd May in the firft year of his reign 
(1200), Winchelfea and Rye are mentioned to be in 
aid of Haftings to do the fervice of their navy. In 
the fixth year of his reign the Quinzime of the town 
was accounted for to the Crown. In his charter of 
the following year, 6th of June, 7 John, (1205), to 
the men of the two towns, he mentions and confirms 
to them the charters of his father, Henry II, (who is 
elfewhere ftated to have been feized of the town), and 
of his brother Richard I; and on the 8th of February, 
g John, (1207-8), there is a direét mention of Win- 
chelfea as one of the Cinque Ports in the King’s Com- 
miffion, directed to Vincent de Haftings, Wimund de 
Winchelfea, and others of the barons of the Cinque 
Ports, to arreft all the fhips that they fhould find. 
The two ‘ ancient towns’ of Winchelfea and Rye 
have, from the time of their being added to the Cinque 
Ports down to the prefent day, enjoyed the fame rights 
| and privileges as the five original ports.” 


30 Notes on the Cinque Ports. 


The charters belonging to this town are much the 
fame as thofe of Rye, to come next under review. 
But it is now to be remarked that this old town of 
Winchelfea, the fite of which was a low flat ifland, 
and fituated three miles fouth-eaft by eaft of the hill 
on which the modern Winchelfea ftands, was doomed 
to difappear from the face of nature. The inunda- 
tions of the thirteenth century had greatly impaired its 
fize and importance, and at length, in 1287, the great 
inundation happened which totally deftroyed the old 
town, and obliged almoft all fuch of the inhabitants as 
efcaped to quit it. In the records of Rye, Jeake ftates 
Vide ee it to have been thus recorded :—‘“ M. D. quod anno 
domino Mccixxxvil, in vigilia fanéte Agathe vir- 
ginis, f{ubmerfa fuit villa de Winchelfea et omnes terre 
inter Climefden, (z. e. Cliff-end) ufque ad le bochere de 
Hethe.” Harris fays,—‘“ In an old manufcript, I have 
met with this note :—Quedam villa vocat Winchelfea 
cum omnibus terris marifcis inter Clivefden juxta 
Farelythe et Hythe fubmerfa fuit in vigilia fan&e 
Agathe virginis—viz. quarto die Febrii, a.p. 1287.” 
This inundation and deftruétion of Old Winchelfea 
was very fudden, as indeed I have feen it expreffed in 
an old record to have been “ per fubftaneam intem- 
periem maris.” 
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It is recorded that, in July 1276, King Edward ITI, 
(fourth year of his reign), in confequence of the gra- 
dual decay of the town, came here to take meafures for 
the transfer of the town to a new fite; and in the fol- 
lowing year, according to Norden, the king had arranged 
his plans for the new town. In his eleventh year, 
Edward, to give greater confidence to thofe who fhould 
be willing to adopt the new town as their home, by 
his commiffion dated at Acton Burnell on 13th of 
Odtober 1283, after reciting that he had provided a 
new town at Yham, “in lieu of our town of Winchel- 
fea, which is in great part fubmerfed by the inunda- 
tions of the fea, and whofe total fubmerfion is feared,” 
declared that he had refolved to commit the lands and 
tenements there to the barons of the port and town of 
Winchelfea, and willed that the fame barons, when 
they fhould have taken their abode there, and begun to 
build, fhould be as free in the new town as they were 
in the old town and elfewhere, and fhould enjoy the 
fame liberties and privileges as they did under their 
old charters. 


Of the ancient town of Rye, Mr. Holloway, who 
has written on its hiftory and antiquities, fays that it 
was enrolled among the Cinque Ports, and admitted to 
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the full enjoyment of all their rights and privileges, 
full a century after Romney had been admitted to that 
honour; and then adds that, leaving the fanciful pic- 
ture he had drawn of the rock on which it ftands for 
the real, he would carry the hiftory no further back 
than the middle of the eleventh century, when Edward 
the Confeffor gave Old Winchelfea and Rye to the 
abbot and monks of Fechamp, as mentioned under the 
head of Winchelfea. 

Mr. Holloway feems to have taken much laborious 
pains with his work, and he doubtlefs omitted nothing 
which could be traced to add antiquity and honour to 
the interefting town whofe hiftory he has fo ably 
written. We may well, therefore, aflume that nothing 
can be faid of this ancient town anterior to the period 
he takes up. Lambarde ftates that “ Rye and Win- 
chelfea were added to the Cinque Ports foon after the 
king, Henry III, had taken thefe towns into his own 
hands ;” but this opinion is fhown by Jeake to be er- 
roneous, for he afferts (as before ftated) that, according 
to Lord Coke, this union took place after the Conqueror 
and before King John; for he fays in a record in the 
firft year of John, a.p. 1199, they are mentioned to 
be in aid of Haftings to do the fervice of the navy ; 
and in the charter of King John to Rye and Winchel- 
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fea, dated 6th of June, 1205, he mentions and con- 
firms to them the charter of his brother, King Richard 
I, who began his reign in 1189, and alfo of his father, 
Henry II, who reigned from a.p. 1154 to 1189, fo 
that they muft have been admitted to the paternity of 
the ports fome time between thefe laft two dates, 7. e. 
about 100 years after Edward the Confeffor had con- 
ferred the privileges on the original Five (?) Ports. 


I have thus, as far as I have been able, fhown the 
origin, and, of confequence, the antiquity of the refpec- 
tive Cinque Ports and “ two ancient towns;”’ and if they 
are, as it appears to me they fhould be, ranked accord- 
ing to feniority, it will be proper to clafs them as 
follows, viz:—1. Dover; 2.Sandwich; 3. New Rom- 
Mcy, 4.-Hattings; 5. Hythe; 6: Rye; 7- Win- 
chelfea. 

Of the feveral members of the ports I do not propofe 
to {peak particularly ; fuch a fubjet would exceed the 
intended limits of thefe Notes. Suffice it to fay that 
the members were admitted to the privileges of the 
ports on account of their alfo furnifhing fhips for the 
fervice of the fovereign, the infant navy of the king- 
dom; and though many of the towns are now far 
inland, the fact of memberfhip is conclufive evidence 
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that they were once fituate upon waters, which enabled 
them to equip and fend out fhips to fea. 

The frequent wars waged in France by our princes 
of the Norman, Plantagenet, and Lancafter lines 
caufed heavy demands to be made upon the jurats and 
barons of the Cinque Ports. The cuftom was for the 
Crown to iffue its fummons to the different ports 
once a year, if neceffary, calling upon them to furnifh 
their quota of feamen and veffels, and to maintain them 
at their own expenfe for the {pace of fifteen days. If 
their fervices were required beyond that period, the 
additional coft of wages was defrayed by the State. 
By the terms of the charter of Edward I. fifty-feven 
fhips in all had to be equipped for the king every time 
he croffed the fea, each veflel to have twenty-one men 
and one garcion on board. 

Macaulay, {peaking of the times of the Magna Charta, 


_by which the privileges of the Cinque Ports were ratified 


and confirmed, fays,—‘* Here commences the hiftory 
of the Englifh nation . . . then firft appeared with dif- 
tinctnefs that conftitution which has ever fince, through 
all changes, preferved its identity . . . then it was- that 
the courage of thofe failors who manned the rude barks of 
the Cinque Ports firft made the flag of England terrible on 
the feas.” 
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Thefe fleets fought repeated battles with the enemy, 
their deeds being always daring, often brilliant. When 
the French expedition led by the Dauphin invaded the 
kingdom, during the civil troubles of King John’s reign, 
the ftout Hubert de Burgh, then captain and conftable 


of Dover Caftle, fpeedily armed forty fhips, and by | 
their aid inflicted a heavy difcomfiture on double that | 


number of Frenchmen. Some feventy years later the | 
fleet of the ports, 100 ftrong, defeated, in mid-channel, | 
a great fleet of French fhips, “‘ of whom they flew, took, | 


and funk fo many that France was thereby for a long 


feafon after in a manner deftitute both of feamen and | 
fhipping.” In the reign of Henry IV, again, they | 
furprifed and captured 120 French merchantmen. | 
In 1588 the Five Ports fitted out fix fhips of large | 


build, with a correfponding number of pinnaces, to be 


employed again{ft the Spanifh Armada, and the mariners | 


of thefe veffels being, of courfe, well acquainted with 
the fiords and banks of the channel, were enabled to 
allure fome of the enemy’s huge galleons to certain 
deftruction. 

An enumeration of the ports, ancient towns, and 
their members, and the fervice demanded of each, in 
return for the extenfive immunities and privileges they 


enjoyed under their charters, is fubjoined to thefe Notes. | 


Vide Appen- 
dices, Nos, 1 and 
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Jeake fays that “none other of the ports of England 
have had fuch large privileges, and can equal the anti- 
quity of the grants and confirmations thereof, or been fo 
eminent for the fervices they are, and ought to perform, 
and from time to time have performed.” And he cites 
fome proceedings in the reign of King Henry VIII. 
when the free barons of the ports claimed to be free of 
buying and felling in the City of London; a privilege 
which was maintained in confideration of the “ grant 
of the faid Cinque Ports being elder than the grant of 
the chartour of London.” 

I have in the Appendix, No. 3, given an account 
of fome of thefe privileges; moft of which it will 
be feen are now obfolete. There is one honour- 
able right, however, which has been preferved and 
which fhould be particularly noted. Mr. Philipott 
{peaks of it thus, viz:—‘ The Barons of the Cinque 
Ports claim by inherent cuftom and _ prefcription, 
which is grown up and confirmed by a tacit confent 
between them and the king, to fupport the four ftaves 
of the canopy that covers the King’s head at his corona- 
tion, and after to dine at the uppermoft table in the 
great hall on his right hand.” 


Sir Thomas Mantell, in his New Edition of Traéts, 


| fays,——‘‘ It appears by the records of the Tower Patents, 
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ageedwatd III. m-. 6; that in the 20th year of 
King Henry III, 1236,-at the coronation of his Queen 
Elenor, the daughter of Raymond, Earl of Provence, 
the Barons of the Ports did claim, and obtain, their 
ancient right and privilege of bearing the canopy, 
although the Marchers of the Marches of Wales chal- 
lenged the fame as belonging to them; and it is fur- 
ther evident by the faid exemplification that the Barons 
then claimed the privilege of fitting at the King’s right 
hand at dinner; and which claim was allowed and fo 
continued at every coronation until the year 1750.” 
The privilege was exercifed on the coronations of 
King George III, in 1761; of King George IV, in 
1821; of King William IV, in 1831; andof her Moft 
Gracious Majefty Queen Vidtoria, in 1838. 
Notwithftanding that nearly all the privileges of the 
ports have now either become obfolete or been abro- 
gated by enactments of Parliament, happily their Lord 
Warden ftill remains to them. That office belongs of 
right to a knight and a member of the Sovereign’s 
council; and feeing that it has been held by fo many 
noble knights and lords from Earls Godwyne and Harold 
downwards, including many princes of royal blood, it 
is to be hoped that the day is far diftant when fo 
ancient and honourable an office will have become a 


3i/ 
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thing of the paft, and the Cinque Ports be deprived of 
their diftinguifhed chief. The day was when as 
the Caftle of Dover (according to Matthew Paris) was 
accounted “ clavis et repagulum totius regni,” (the lock 
and key of the whole realm), fo the barons of the 
ports have been in their wooden walls the defence 
and bulwark of the Crown; and though wooden 
walls.appear likely to pafs away, I doubt not the ftout 
hearts of the men of Kent, who claimed, and were 
ever wont to be placed in the van of the battle-field, 
will under their prefent Ear/ Godwyne prove, (if need 
be), to Eu/ftace the Earl of Bolloine, that they have not 
degenerated from their forefathers in the determination 
to juftify the motto borne by fome of their fons of 
Mars, “ Pro aris et focts.”

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Lympne,—poffibly in Saxon days at Weft 
Hythe: but the various renderings of the 
word, fuch as Schepway, Schipway, Schyp- 
wey, in the reign of Richard II; fubfequently 
Shepeway, Shepway, may give rife to a quef- 
tion what is its proper etymology. 

One of the divifions of the county of Kent 
is {till known as the Lathe of Shepway, which 
would feem to fhow that the name either is 
of Saxon origin, or, from prior ufe, had been 
adopted by the Saxons for the defignation of 
the divifion. It is not improbable that, if of 
Saxon origin, its derivation was from the Saxon 
word /ceap, a fheep, and the introdu@tion of 
the letter “‘c” into it would feem to favour 
fuch an hypothefis. Hence the meaning 
would be /heep-way, pollibly to the newly- 
recovered paftures of the marfh, and Shep- 
way be fimply a contraction. Sheppy Ifland 
has doubtlefs this derivation. 

But, again, it is to be noted that fome of 
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the early renderings of the word give the 
letters “i” and “y,” inftead of ‘ e”—Schip- 
way, Schypwey—which favour the derivation 
given by Mr. Somner,—the Saxon root of the 
Englifh word /bip bearing a clofe afhnity to 
that of fheep. Having, however, ftated thus 
much upon the origin of the name, I muft 
leave the queftion as to which is the correct 
interpretation of it to more learned critics. 

I am informed by the Rev. E. Biron, Vicar 
of Lympne, that there is a {pot in his parifh 
yet known as the Shepway Cro/s ; and hiftory 
tells us that it was at this fpot the bufinefs of 
the ports, from a very early period, ufed to be 
tranfacted. 

There are no buildings now extant or 
traceable at Shepway Crofs, if any ever 
exifted. It is very poflible that the court 
was held in the open air, or in a tent prepared 
for the purpofe. 

The prerogatives of the court will be found 
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Jeake,n. p.22. 


in the privileges and immunities ftated in the 
Appendix No. 3, 12th fection. 

It has been the cuftom for the Lord War- 
den, having received his appointment, to 
fummon his firft Court of Shepway to take 
his ‘‘ ferement” or oath of office ; at which 
court no further bufinefs was tranfaéted. And 
it is recorded that Prince Edward took the 
Jerement at Shepway Crofs, a.p. 1265, when he 
was Lord Warden, and when he did exact of 
the barons of the ports their oath of fidelity 
to his father, King Henry III, againft the 
maintainers of the barons’ wars. 

The Warden, however, had the right to 
hold his court at any place he pleafed within 
the ports. And Mr. Jeake ftates that anno 
1597 the court was held at Beakfbourne 
upon the adminiftration of the ferement to 
Sir Henry Brooke, Lord Cobham; and fome- 
times fince at other places. Dover appears 
to have been fubfequently found a more 
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convenient fpot for it; for Henry, Lord 
Sydney, Vifcount Shepey, iffued his precept 
on the 3rd of Auguft 1693 to the Cinque 
Ports to meet and hold the Grand Court of 
Shepway there, ufing this expreffion, viz :— 
‘“‘ T have heard it is true that anciently the 
Wardens ufed to be {worn at Shepway ; but it 
feems of late years that place having not been 
thought fo convenient for that purpofe of its 
want of fuficient accommodation, I am told 
that three of my immediate predeceffors fuc- 
ceflively were {worn upon Braidenftone Hill, 
lying within the liberties of the town and port 
of Dover.” 

Lord Sydney’s immediate predeceffors were 
George Finch, Earl of Winchelfea, and James, 
Duke of York, the latter of whom was ap- 
pointed at the King’s Reftoration, a.p. 1660, 
anno 12 Car. II, both conftable and warden, 
and fworn in at Dover in 1668. During 
the Commonwealth the offices were put into 
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Hatted’s Kent, 
vol. iv. p. 74. 


commiflion; fo that it is probable the firft 
adoption of Dover as the place for holding 
the court took place during the interregnum; 
from which time it would appear that the 
court has been invariably held there,—thus 
eftablifhing a cuftom of two centuries. 

Here it was that Lionel, Duke of Dorfet 
was inftalled, a.p.1765. When Earl of Dorfet 
he was appointed to the offices on the accef- 
fion of George I, 1714, but he refigned them 
in 1717. On the acceffion of King George 
II, 1727, he was reappointed to them, and 
on July 5th, 1757, had a renewal of his 
patent with a grant of them for the term of 
his life. He died in 1765. He was fuc- 
ceeded by the Earl of Holdernefs, by Lord 
North, afterwards Earl of Guilford, who was 
followed by Mr. Pitt; and Hafted records 
that Mr. Pitt was fworn in here upon his 
appointment in 1792. Mr. Pitt was fuc- 
ceeded by the Earl of Liverpool and the Duke 
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of Wellington; all of whom (great men as 
they were) are worthily fucceeded by the 
noble Vifcount who has been felected by 
Her Moft Gracious Majefty to fill an office 
not only honourable from its affociations, but 
dignified as the, perhaps without exception, 
moft ancient in the realm. 

The Braidenftone, or Bredenftone, men- 
tioned in Lord Sydney’s precept was the ruin 
of a Roman pharos which was built on the 
higheft point of the weftern heights, corref- 
ponding with that ftill exifting in the caftle. 
Hiftorians of the time of Queen Elizabeth 
{peak of having feen it; and Darell, who 
gives a reprefentation of it in his work, called 
it “ Ara Cefaris.” But rumour alleged that 
it had been buried in the earthworks of the 
redoubt which was conftruéed fome half a 
century fince enclofing the fpot. In the 
fpring of this year extenfive alterations have 
been in progrefs in this redoubt; and in the

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courfe of the excavations neceffary for build- 
ing new barracks the workmen came upon a 
platform of folid mafonry, about fifteen inches 
in thicknefs, placed about eleven feet from the 
upper furface of the ground; the foil above 
the platform being evidently made ground. 
The mafonry is compofed, according to the 
Roman habit, of a very hard reddifh concrete, 
and flint, and Kentifh rag-ftone, with tiles 
placed in it longitudinally. There feemed to 
be one principal layer of tiles,—the tiles, how- 
ever, varying in their formation. One piece I 
found had a {mooth furface on both fides ; 
another next to it, in the fame courfe, was 
{mooth on one fide, the reverfe being fluted 
and cut into fections, giving a diamond {fhape 
of little more than half an inch diameter, 
Several pieces of tile were extra€ted which 
varied in thicknefs and in the pattern of the 
grooving, though all the patterns were in 
ftraight lines, thus differing from the ordinary 
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waving pattern of the Roman tile. The 
earth of which the tiles were made had 
evidently been wafhed very fine and clean, 
and the texture was beautifully {mooth and 
regular. 

The building operations unfortunately only 
involved the uncovering of about a dozen 
feet in depth of the platform; and it feemed 
impracticable to get the operation extended 
further. The invettigation of it, therefore, 
was neceflarily imperfe&. But, from the beft 
obfervation that could be made, the platform 
appeared to be of hexagon fhape, correfpond- 
ing with the pharos in the caftle as originally 
conftructed, and the width of the front fide of 
the hexagon to be about twelve or fourteen 
feet. 

The platform was placed upon a pavement 
of flint formation of about the fame thicknefs, 
which extended about fix feet beyond it. 

There is good ground for affuming that it 
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was upon this platform the “ Ara Czfaris” of 
Darell ftood. But this latter has not been 
exhumed. 

The military authorities moft obligingly 
confented to adopt a courfe which fhould 
preferve a memorial of this interefting relic ;— 
interefting to the Cinque Ports efpecially as 
having been the {pot where their Lord War- 
dens have been {worn into office. 

It was neceflary to remove the uncovered 
portion of it which projected from the bank ; 
and, accordingly, the part which has been cut 
off has been preferved in two pieces, and is 
intended to be placed upon the ¢erre-plein 
immediately over the fpot; and the wall 
of the barracks has been fo conftructed as to 
make the edge of the unremoved part of the 
platform a courfe in the wall, proje@ting a 
few inches from its face. This will effec- 
tually and vifibly identify the thing itfelf, and 
the precife locality of the ancient Court of 


Court of Shepway. 


Shepway, in clofe proximity to which it is 
that the prefent court has been held. 


I have not met with any account, in detail, 
of the mode in which it has been ufual to 
hold the Court of Shepway, befide thofe 
given in Jeake’s Charters of the Cinque 
Ports, Harris’s Hiftory of Kent, and Lyon’s 
Hiftory of Dover. Dr. Harris narrate the 
proceedings of the court which was held 
when Henry, Lord Sydney took the ferement, 
or oath of office, A.p. 1694 (1693?); and 
he mentions having by him a copy of an 
ancient record taken a.p. 1692 out of Dover 
Caftle by the late Thomas Turner of Ileden, 
Efq., the title of which was, (Vota de Regula 
quomodo Curia de Shepweia ordinetur et obferve- 
tur. ‘There was no date appended to the 
copy; but, from the invitation which the Lord 
Warden gives to the company to take a repaft 
with him at his Caftle of Saltwood, Dr. 
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The lift given 
in the Appen- 
dix No. 4 
fhows the 
Baron of Ra- 
legh to have 
been appoint- 
ed Warden in 
the reign of 
Stephen. 

Doubtlefs the 
fame as is de- 
fcribed in the 
Appendix as 
Richard de 
Grey of Cod- 
nor, (No. 47.) 
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Harris thinks its age may be carried up at 
leaft to the reign of Richard II, and that pro- 


bably it was as old as that of King Henry II; 


for then Henry de Effex, Baron of Ralegh, 
was Warden of the ports, and in poffeffion of 
Saltwood Caftle, which he held of the Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury. 

It is recorded, however, that Lord de Grey 
of Colton was Warden of the ports, as well as 
the proprietor of Saltwood Caftle, in the reign 
of King Henry III; fo that it is pofflible the 
date of the Vora may be afcribed to that 
reign; and the more efpecially fo as Henry 
III. by his great charters confirmed ‘“ the 
liberties and free cuftoms” of “ the barons of 
the Cingue Ports and all ports.” 

It may be reafonably conje@tured that from 
this (Vota de Regula, taken, as ftated, from 
Dover Caftle in 1692, the proceedings of the 
court were regulated on the inftallation of 


Lord Sydney in 1693; but, whatever be the 
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precife age of the document, it will be ad- 
mitted that it affords a very ancient precedent 
and guide ; and as no intermediate record in 
detail of any fucceeding court has been traced, 
(though feveral have doubtlefs been held), it 
feems fitting that one fhould be preferved of 
the interefting ceremony of the prefent year. 

Shortly after the demife of the late Lord 
Warden it was rumoured that it was probable 
a fucceffor would not be appointed. 

The Corporation of Dover, unwilling that 
the diftin@ive character and pofition of the 
Cinque Ports fhould be loft, and forefeeing 
that difficulties and complications would arife 
were the ancient inftitution abolifhed, imme- 
diately refolved on prefenting a _ refpectful 
memorial to the Queen, praying Her Majefty 
to fill up the vacant office; and they com- 
municated with the other ports, fuggefting the 
propriety of their taking a fimilar action. The 


following memorial to Her Majefty was ac- 
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cordingly adopted and forwarded for prefen- 


tation :— 


“To Her Moft Gracious Majefty the 
Queen. 

‘The humble Memorial of the 

Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgeffes of 

the Cingue Port and Borough of 


Dover in council affembled. 


« Dutifully fheweth, 

“ That the office of Conftable of Dover 
Caftle, Lord Warden, Chancellor, and Ad- 
miral of the Cinque Ports and their members 
has exifted from a very early period in Eng- 
lith hiftory. . 

«¢ That it has ever been one of high honour 
and truft, and its importance was not dif- 
regarded even in Roman days. The firft 
recognized Englifh Warden was Godwyne, 
Earl of Kent; he was fucceeded by his fon 
Harold; and from that day to the prefent the 
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office has been fucceflively held either by the 
king, by princes of the royal family, or barons, 
or councillors, high in the confidence of the 
Sovereign. 

‘‘ That the office is now vacant by the 
lamented death of the Moft Honourable the 
Marquis Dalhoutfie. 

“ That the Lord Warden is the chief 
officer of the feveral Cinque Ports, two 
Ancient Towns and their Members, with which 
are aflociated many noble deeds in defence of 
their country from foreign invafion, and to 
which have been granted from time to time 
fuch privileges and exemptions as to the 


Sovereign feemed fitting. 

‘© That though the jurifdiction of the War- 
den in civil affairs has been abrogated by 
Parliament, the peculiar jurifdi@tion of the 
Cinque Ports has yet been conferved to them. 
The Warden, as Admiral, has ftill his court 


and jurifdiction in all maritime caufes arifing 
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on the feas and fhores; and, as Conftable of 


_| Dover Caftle, is the head of the board for the 


management of this port and harbour; and to 
him, as Warden, is intrufted the charge of 
divers caftles and forts, he appointing his 
lieutenant and other officers in conne¢tion 
with fuch charge. 

‘The Cinque Ports have ftill their Court 
of Brotherhood and Gueftling to take cog- 
nizance of matters affecting the ports gene- 
rally. Their free barons glory in their 
ancient hiftory, and are proud of the privilege 
which, belonging to them from time imme- 
morial, was again conceded and exercifed by 
them on the occafion of your Majefty’s coro- 
nation. 

“The Barons of the Cinque Ports yet form 
a body of your Majefty’s loyal and devoted 
fubjects ; and, fhould occafion demand it, your 
memorialifts truft they would not be backward 
in emulating the deeds of their forefathers. 
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“And they refpe€tfully approach your 
Majefty’s Throne to pray that your Majefty will 
be pleafed to preferve to them the diftinctive 
character which they have enjoyed for fo 
many generations, and that the Cinque Ports, 
two Ancient Towns and their Members may be 
permitted to be ftill a recognized corporate 
body under the leaderfhip of their diftinguifhed 
Warden. 

“ Your memorialifts, therefore, moft 
humbly and dutifully pray— 

“ That your Majefty will be gra- 

cioufly pleafed to grant their prayer 

and exercife your royal prerogative 

to fill the vacant office and appoint 

a new Conftable of Dover Caftle, 

Lord Warden, Chancellor, and Ad- 
miral of the Cinque Ports. 

‘And your memorialifts, as in 

duty bound, will ever pray. 
‘“ Given under our common feal in 
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our Council Chamber at Dover, this 


5th day of February, 1861. 
“¢( Signed) JNo. Brrmincuam, Mayor. (L. S.)” 


Subfequently a memorial to the like effe& 
was prefented to the firft Lord of the Trea- 
fury ; and the Cinque Ports were foon grati- 
fied by the announcement that the Right 
Honourable Vifcount Palmerfton, K.G., &c. 
&c. &c. had been nominated by Her Moft 
Gracious Majefty to the vacant office. 

It was then fubmitted to his Lordfhip that it 
had been the ancient ufage and cuftom for 
the Warden on receiving his appointment to 
take the ferement or oath of office at a Court 
of Shepway holden for the purpofe; and 
his Lordfhip having confented to conform to 
fuch ufage (with the exception of taking the 
ferement), iffued his precept fummoning a 
Grand Court of Shepway, to be holden at the 
accuftomed place on the Bredenftone Hill, 
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within the liberties of the port of Dover, on 
the 28th of Auguft, 1861. 
The precept iffued was as follows :— 


“¢ Henry Joun Tempie, ViscounT PaLMer- 
sTOoN, Conftable of the Caftle of Dover, Lord 
Warden, Chancellor, and Admiral of the 
Cinque Ports, two Ancient Towns and their 
Members, and one of Her Majefty’s Moft 
Honourable Privy Council, &c. &c. &c. 

‘© To all and fingular the Mayors and 
Bailiffs of the Cinque Ports, two An- 
cient Towns and Members of the faid 
Cinque Ports and Towns, and to every 
of them greeting. 

‘“¢ For certain good caufes and confiderations 
me thereunto efpecially moving, I have thought 
it neceflary to notify unto you by thefe pre- 
fents that I purpofe and am refolved by God’s 
erace to be at Bredenftone Hill within the 
liberty of the town and port of Dover, one of 
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the Cinque Ports, upon the twenty-eighth 
day of Auguft inftant, by twelve o'clock at 
noon, then and there to hold a Grand Court 
of Shepway according to the ancient ufage 
and cuftom of the faid Cinque Ports, and 
then to take upon myfelf the duties of the 
{aid office. 

‘“‘ Thereupon, by virtue and authority of my 
faid office, thefe are in Her Majefty’s name 
{traitly to charge and command you and every 
of you to give good fummons and lawful 
warning unto fix, five, or four of the beft and 
moft difcreet of your combarons of every of 
the faid ports, towns, and members cor- 
porate perfonally to be and appear before me 
at the place and time aforefaid. And that 
alfo you the faid Mayors and Bailiffs, or your 
re{pective deputies, be likewife then and there 
perfonally prefent to do as to you hath been 
accuftomed and belongeth. And that you 
do then and there certify to me, under your 
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hands and feals of incorporation, what you 
fhall have done in the accomplifhment of the 
premifes, certifying me alfo then and there 
the names of all thofe perfons whom you fhall 
fo have fummoned and warned as aforefaid, 
and therewith returning back unto me then 
and there this mandate, whereof you may not 
fail. 
“ Dated at Downing-ftreet, under the 
feal of my office, the thirteenth day of 
Auguft in the twenty-fifth year of the 
reign of our Sovereign Lady Victoria, 
by the grace of God of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land Queen; Anno Domini 1861.

The above precept was fent by the fenefchal 
to the mayors of the Cinque Ports of Dover, 
Sandwich, Haftings, New Romney, and 

Hythe, and of the two ancient towns of Rye 
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and Winchelfea; and to the mayors and 
bailiffs of the following corporate towns, viz: 
Seaford, Pevenfey, Fordwich, Folkeftone, Fa- 
verfham, Lydd, Tenterden, Deal, and Mar- 
gate; being all the corporate towns within 
the liberties of the Cinque Ports. 

On the day appointed for holding the court 
the various corps of the Cingue Ports’ Volun- 
teers, of which his Lordfhip is the chief, 
affembled on the new parade ground adjoin- 
ing the Caftle of Dover; and his Lordfhip, 
having rode over from Walmer Caftle and 
infpe&ted the affembled corps, then pro- 
ceeded to the field officers’ quarters within the 
caftle, where he took refrefhment.

The delegates from the feveral corporations 
had meanwhile affembled in the hall of the 


lieutenant-governor’s apartments in the caftle 
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to ele&t one of their mayors to perform certain 
duties at the court, and to order the arrange- 
ment of the proceffion. 

It was alleged, on behalf of the Corporation 
of Dover, that, upon the authority of the ac- 
count given in Harris’s Hiftory of Kent, pub- 
lifhed in 1719, of the proceedings of the 
court held for {wearing in the Lord Sydney 
in 1693, the Mayor of Dover was entitled to 
fit on the right hand of the Warden and head 
the proceflion, and the Mayor of Sandwich on 
the left, the Mayor of Haftings taking his 
place next to Dover. 

The Mayor of Haftings, however, claimed 
to take precedence, difputing the accuracy of 
Dr. Harris's account; and as there was no 
opportunity then for fhowing the right, and 
the Mayor of Dover might in a meafure con- 
fider the delegates of the other corporations as 
guefts, he confented to waive the queftion of 
precedence pro Adc vice, it being underftood 
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that fuch waiver was not to be drawn into a 
precedent for the future. 

Thefe queftions being difpofed of, the pro- 
ceffion was formed within the caftle in the 
following order, viz :-—

The Mayor of Fordwich having been for- 
mally called and not anfwering, and the 
feveral mayors, bailiffs, and barons named in 
the returns having anfwered to their names, 
the fenefchal announced to his Lordfhip that 
returns had been received from all the cor- 
porate towns within the liberties of the 
Cinque Ports, with the exception of the 
borough of Fordwich, and that the court was 
formed. 

Whereupon the Lord Warden declared, 
that, having been nominated by Her Moft 

Gracious Majefty to the office of Conftable of 
‘| the Caftle of Dover, Lord Warden, Admiral, 
and Chancellor of the Cinque Ports, two 
Ancient Towns and their Members, an office 


vacant by the lamented death of the Mott 


iS) 
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Honourable the Marquis of Dalhoufie, he had 
fummoned this Grand Court of Shepway, pur- 
fuant to ancient ufage and cuftom, on entering 
upon the office aforefaid, and in teftimony of 
his nomination ordered his Lordfhip’s patent 
of office to be read by the fenefchal; and the 


fame was read accordingly. 


The Mayor of Hythe, the {peaker of the 
ports for the time being, chofen by confent of 
all the barons then prefent for that purpofe, 
addrefling his Lordfhip, declared that the 
manner and cuftom heretofore at this the 
Lord Warden’s firft Grand Court of Shepway 
hath been to adminifter to his Lordfhip a 
folemn ferement or oath of office to keep in- 
violate and maintain all the franchifes, liber- 
ties, cuftoms, and ufages of the Five Ports.* 


* The ancient ferement, and mode of taking it, was as fol- 
lows :—* Sir, ye fhall keep inviolate and maintain all the 
franchifes, liberties, cuftoms, and ufages of the Five Ports, in 
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But that by reafon of the changes that have 
in the lapfe of ages arifen it is deemed expe- 
dient to depart in this refpe& from the 
ancient cuftom and to difpenfe with the oath 
aforefaid, but praying his Lordfhip to take 
upon himfelf the honourable office of War- 
den, and the care and charge of all the 
Cingue Ports, ‘Towns, and Members. 

His Lordfhip hereupon avowed, in the pre- 
fence of the Court, that he had great pleafure 
in accepting the office of Warden conferred 
upon him by the Queen and ratified by this 
court, and that he fhould feel it his duty to 
fulfil all that belonged to that ancient and 


honourable office. 


all that ye may do, by the allegiance that ye owe unto our 
Lady the Queen of England, and by your knighthood.” 

And his Lordfhip, holding up his right hand, breaft high 
and more, afarmed thus :—‘‘ Yea, if God will, I fhall to my 
power.” 

Being a knight and of the Queen’s Council, he was not 
obliged to fwear upon a book nor to repeat the words. 
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The mayors, bailiffs, and barons prefent 
then did his Lordfhip reverence once. And 
a falute, on fignal given, was fired from the 
adjoining battery. 

Robert Jofeph Phillimore, Efq., Q.C., 
D.C.L., Judge Official and Commiffary of 
the Court of Admiralty of the Cinque Ports, 
two Ancient Towns, and the Members thereof, 
delivered an eloquent addrefs of congratulation 


to his Lordfhip, as follows :— 


“My Lord Vifcount Palmerfton, Conftable 
of Dover, Lord Warden of Dover, Sandwich, 
Romney, Haftings, and Hythe, of the mem- 
ber towns of Winchelfea and Rye, and the 
other tributaries, —'Time-honoured cuftom 
cafts upon the holder of my office the duty— 
I fhould, perhaps, more correctly fay invefts 
him with the privilege—of addrefling a few 
fentences on behalf of the mayors, bailiffs, 
barons, and other inhabitants of the Cinque 
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Ports, to the Lord Warden on the occafion of 
his inftallation at this his firft Grand Court of 
Shepway. I find, my Lord Warden, that, 
according to ancient precedent, the fpeaker 
on this occafion ought to confine himfelf to 
two topics—he ought to congratulate the 
Lord Warden upon the high dignity and 
emoluments of his office, and he ought alfo, 
after the fafhion of free fubjeéts addreffling a 
conftitutional fovereign, gently to remind the 
Lord Warden that his fubjeéts have rights 
which he is bound to proteét, and privileges 
which he is bound to maintain. To former 
{fpeakers, my Lord Warden, thefe topics were 
fomewhat more fruitful than, unfortunately, 
they can be to me. The ruthlefs hand of an 
unromantic legiflature has made much havoc 
with the fubftantial emoluments of the Lord 
Warden’s office, and with the rights and pri- 
vileges of thofe over whom he is appointed to 
rule. Enough, however, of this ancient inftitu- 
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tion happily remains to preferve the relations 
between the Lord Warden and the in- 
habitants of the Cinque Ports, and to juftify 
the prefent folemnity. Not to mention other 
privileges, the rights of the Lord Warden to 
jetfam, flotfam, and lagan—barbarous words 
to fome, but familiar to many—ftill remain 
inta@, and the Admiralty Court, over which 
I have the honour to prefide, and from which 
there is but one appeal—to the Crown—ftill 
retains its jurifdiction from the fhore-beacon 
on the coaft of Effex to the red cliffs by Sea- 
ford on the coaft of Suffex. Time is, indeed, 
a great deftroyer and a great innovator; he 
lays his withering hand upon the outward 
form and vifible fabric of many a goodly in- 
ftitution; but if the inftitution be founded 
upon a true and fafe principle, over that he 
has no power ; it is indeftruétible ; it efcapes 
from his grafp ; it furvives the outward form ; 
it may affume another fhape; it may ani- 
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mate, like the dervifh in the Eaftern fable, 
another body : but it furvives, it is not extin- 
guifhed. Let me apply this obfervation to 
the prefent /fatus of the Cinque Ports, What 
though no more thefe havens equip fifty-feven 
{hips at the command of their Sovereign ! 
What though no more—as in the time of the 
Plantagenets—they anticipate the order of 
the State, and, unbidden, make war to avenge 
an infult offered to the national flag! What 
though no more—as in the time of the 
Tudors—the navy of the Cinque Ports enables 
the Sovereign to think foul fcorn that a 
foreign force fhould invade the borders of 
England! What though thofe times and their 
peculiar exigencies have pafled away, and the 
burden of maintaining the maritime defences 
of Great Britain be now wifely apportioned 
over the whole kingdom; yet the {pirit of 
loyalty to the throne and of love to the 
country, which once animated the crews of

the Cinque Ports’ galleys, ftill furvive! Wit- 
nefs the magnificent fpeétacle of this day—of 
that gallant force of volunteers which has 
{fprung into fudden exiftence at the fhadow of 
a fhade of a menace offered to our father- 
land—of that force whofe remarkable cha- 
racteriftic it is that the private foldier is 
often, in refinement of nurture and gentle- 
nefs of birth, not inferior to the oficer who 
commands him; of that force which recalls 
to our recolletions the claffical lines— 


‘ Eereditur miles caftris generofus ab iifdem 
FE queis dux fieri quilibet aptus erat.’ 


Of that noble army of patriots no part of Her 
Majefty’s dominions has furnifhed a better or 
more efficient quota than thefe ancient Cinque 
Ports. Long may they retain all their re- 
maining privileges; and, among thefe, long 
may their barons preferve that peculiar pri- 
vilege which their loyalty has ever merited, 
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of aflifting at the coronation of our Sovereign. 
Long may Shakefpeare’s lines be true :-— 
‘ They that bear 


The cloth of honour over her are four barons 
Of the Cinque Ports.’ 


To many perfons, my Lord Warden, all 
traditionary cuftoms and rights appear idle and 
ufelefs, but I demur to their philofophy. I 
deny their ftate{manfhip. To you, my Lord 
Warden, we know that we {hall not look in 
vain for refpect for traditional ufage, to con- 
ciliate progrefs with ftability, to accept the 
{pirit of the prefent, and to reverence that 
of the paft; to purfue a policy at once 
reforming and confervative is the high miffion 
entrufted by the Crown and the people to 
your Lordfhip’s hands, and with that miffion 
the prefent ceremony is not inconfiftent. 
Indeed, my Lord Warden, the ceremony fur- 
nifhes of itfelf no infignificant proof of your 


extraordinary popularity, for I am informed | 
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by our fenefchal that the laft public recorded 
inftallation was that of the Duke of Dorfet in 
176s. During that interval nearly a century 
has rolled away. And whatacentury! What 
mighty names do I find on the mufter-roll of 
Lord Wardens. For to pafs by others, and 
even your immediate predeceffor, the able and 
gifted Dalhoufie, whofe lofs we have not yet 
ceafed to lament; think of the names alone of 
Pitt and Wellington, both dear to this country 
for their many victories—victories of peace 
(for fuch there are) and victories of war; _ but, 
dearer ftill for the true Englifh hearts which 
warmed their bofoms, for the genuine love 
which they bore to their country. And, my 
Lord Warden, permit me to fay that it is not 
fo much that your name has been affociated 
for many years with every great political event 
in Europe—of all of which you have indeed 
borne a great part—and by a happy fortune 
having been the chofen friend of the great 
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Canning, you have lived to choofe his illuf- 
trious fon for the prefervation of India; not 
fo much that you are now in poffeffion of the 
higheft obje@ of ambition that a fubje@ can 
attain; not fo much on thefe grounds, ample 
as they are, that you are received, here as 
elfewhere, by this hearty greeting ; but becaufe 
there is a general and deeply-rooted and 
wide-fpread conviction throughout the land 
that your Lordfhip’s love for this country 
cannot be exceeded, and that your heart’s de- 
fire is to promote the welfare of England. 

“© My Lord Warden, I have only now 
to apologife for the length of my addrefs 
on this occafion, and to exprefs on behalf 
of the barons our congratulations to your 
Lordfhip on the new acceflions to your 
Lordfhip’s honours, and our certain convic- 
tion that our remaining privileges, as well as 
the privileges of her Majefty’s citizens, are 
fafe in your hands.”

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His Lordfhip was gracioufly pleafed to 


reply thereto as follows :— 


|“ GenTLEMEN, I need not fay that I have heard 


with the greateft delight, with feelings of 
gratitude as well as of: pride, the eloquent 


-addrefs juft delivered to us by a perfon dif- 


| tinguifhed in his learned profeffion as well as 


in other walks of life; for I well remember 
his eminence as a member of the Legiflature. 
It is peculiarly gratifying to me that that 
well-known voice fhould upon this occafion 
have complimented and congratulated me on 
my acceflion to this ancient and honourable 
poft. I quite concur with my learned friend, 
as I am fure he will permit me to call him, 
for our friendfhip has been of long ftanding 
and founded on a long acquaintance with 
his merits and deferts—I quite concur that we 
ought to refpeét ancient traditions, becaufe, 
although they have a value which to a fuper- 
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ficial obferver may not at firft be apparent; 
yet, if any one will look at the hearts of men 
and into his own feelings, he will be convinced 
that the knowledge that the town or the 
county, the corporation or the community, to 


which he belongs has been famous in hiftory, | 


has been loyal to the fovereign and done good 
fervice to the country—that fentiment in his 


mind is a guarantee for good conduct in> 


whatever circumftances he may be placed; 
becaufe, independently of his own fenfe of 
what is right and what is wrong, he would 
feel afhamed of lowering the character of that 
community in connection with which his an- 
ceftors for generations and centuries paft have 
done credit to their country, and rendered 
themfelves ufeful to the Crown and the State 
of which they formed part. 

“ Gentlemen, I refpect this corporation of 
the Cinque Ports. It is true, as my learned 


friend has faid, that the progrefs of general 
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improvement has vifited the Cinque Ports, 
as well as the other inftitutions of the land ; 
but the progrefs of true improvement is not 
to demolifh, but to amend; not to deftroy 
ancient inftitutions, but to adapt them to the 
times in which we live,—to make them part 
of a harmonious whole, inftead of foreign 
excrefcences upon the general fabric. Why, 
that which we are now doing in this neigh- 
bourhood is an example of this. We are in- 


_creafing and improving thofe ancient works 


which in former ages were fufficient for the 
defence of this part of the realm. We are 
adding to them modern improvements; we 
are removing thofe parts which are no longer 
fuited to the exigencies of our times; and 
juft in the fame way, without deftroying thofe 
venerable inftitutions of the Cinque Ports, we 
have removed from them thofe fun@ions 
which might be better exercifed by other 
parts of the conftitution, with advantage not 
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only to themfelves, but to the community at 
large. 

“ Gentlemen, I will not detain you any 
longer. I will fimply return you my fincere 
thanks for the hearty welcome you have given 
me, and affure you that, if it were my lot, as 
a much younger man, to live for many years 
to come, the recolle&ion of the reception I 


have met with this day would furvive in my 
bofom to the lateft hour of my exiftence.” 


A proclamation was then made, diffolving 
the court, thus :— 


«¢ All Mayors, Bailiffs, Barons, and all 
other that have had to do at this 
Court of Shepway before my Lord 
Warden this day, you fhall depart and 
take your eafe, unto a new warning. 
“ God fave the Queen, my Lord 
Warden, and all the Court.”

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The Mayor of Dover, addrefling the War- 
den, humbly hoped that his Lordfhip would 
condefcend to accept an invitation to partake 
of the repaft which had been provided at the 
Ancient Hall of the Maifon Dieu, now the 
Town Hall of the Port of Dover. 

And his Lordfhip having acceded to fuch re- 
queft, proclamation was made “ to all mayors, 
bailiffs, and others whatfoever they be now here 
prefent, to proceed to the Town Hall” accord- 
ingly.* 


The proceedings having terminated, the 
proceflion was re-formed for its return, and a 
banquet was ferved up in the Town Hall,

For no other bufinefs could be tranfacted at this court. 
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his Lordfhip being attended by his ftaff and 
the gentry of the town and country in great 
numbers.* 

Thus has paffed a day memorable in the 
annals of the Cinque Ports,—worthy of a 
more able hiftorian. An immenfe concourfe 
of perfons had affembled from far and near, 
to witnefs the novel and impofing procedure. 
Every effort was made to do honour to the 
occafion, and, if the expreflion of the many 
may be accepted as a teftimony, the refult 
was one of general fatisfaction.

And it is 
to wit, that when the King will have his fervice of the aforefaid 
fhips they fhall have forty Daies of Summons, and fhall find to the 
King in every fhip twenty men and the Mafter, and the manner of 
every fhip is to be armed and furnifhed for to do the Service of the 
King. And the fhips fhall be fitted at the proper cofts of the Cinque 
Ports when they fhall be fummoned. And when the fhips fhall 
have tarried fifteen daies in the Service of the King, at the proper 
cofts of the Cinque Ports; and after the fifteen daies paft they tarry 
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not, but at the cofts of the King, if he have to do, that is to wit, the 
Matter of the fhip fhall take for a day Six Pence, the Conftable Six 
Pence, and every of the others Three Pence.”

APPENDIX IIT. 


A Statement of Jome of the principal Privileges and Immunities 
with which the Cinque Ports, Ancient Towns, and Members 


were invefted from or before the Conqueft. 


Frirst,— 


HEY were exempted from all Taxes and Tallages, that 
they might with more vigour and alacrity be encou- 
raged and emboldened to attend the Public Service. 

Secondly,—They had /ac and foc. Sac is a privilege 
to take cognizance of caufes, either criminal or civil, within their 
own Courts. Soc is a power planted in them to compel all perfons 
which live within the confines of their liberties to plead in their 

Courts, and from hence, anciently, they were called Soccmanni, that 

is, fuitors to that Court, where they were forced to plead.

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Thirdly,—They had toll and theam. Toll was‘afliberty of buying 
and felling within their own jurifdiétion, and a power to receive the 
toll or gabel impofed on commodities there vended. Theam is both a 
civil and coercive power or jurifdiction fettled in them by charter, 
over all thofe who are inhabitants of the Cinque Ports, or any of the 
limbs or members of them. 

Fourthly,—They had bloodwith and fledwith. Bloodwith is a power 
to punifh the effufion of blood. Fledwith is an authority to punifh 
thofe who have committed any mifdemeanor or outrage, and feeking 
to fecure themfelves by flight, are again feized upon, and offered up 
to deferved juftice. 

Fifthly,—They had pillory and tumbrell. Tumbrell was an engine 
much refembling our cucking ftool, and was inftituted to reftrain 
the fury of loud clamorous and impetuous women. 

Sixthly,—They had infangtheof and outfangetheof; that is, a power 
to imprifon, and upon juft and legal evidence (which is the lanthorn 
of the law) to execute all thofe, though foreigners and aliens, which 
fhould commit any felony in places fubjeét to their jurifdiction. 

Seventhly,—They had mundbriech ; that is, a privilege to raife banks 
and mounds on any perfon’s land whatfoever, whofe property lay 
within their jurifdiction, to fecure the common intereft from the 
eruption and cafual inundations of the fea. 

Eighthly,—They had wazves, called by a general name in Old Law 
Latin, weveragium, and /frayes. Waives was a word of a common 
latitude, ufed to fignify all thofe things, either wandering chattel or 
other goods, which being waved or loft, and not claimed within a 
year and a day, were to be poffeffed by thofe within whofe jurif- 
dicton they were feized, according to that of the civil law, gue nullius 
juris funt, et pro derelictis habentur, cedunt occupanti. Strays is a word 
of a more circum{cribed and reftrained fenfe, relating only to ftraggling 
cattle ; to whom if none did entitle themfelves by claim in a year and 
a day, their property was invefted in thofe who poffeffed them. 

Ninthly,—They had wa/fe and /?rep, or eftrepment. Wa/te was that 
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parcel of common earth, which, by prefcription and cuftom, belonged 
to the crown, but by charter was enftated on them. Strep or e/trep- 
ment is a power granted to them to cut down trees within their own 
jurifdiction, without impeachment of watte. 

In the tenth place,—They had the grant of flot/om, jet/om, wit/om. 
Flot{om was goods upon fome vifible wrack floating to the fhore. Fet/om 
was goods in a ftorm thrown overboard to preferve the fhip, and 
finking, did again buoy up themfelves, and were again by the agita- 
tion of the waves thrown on the fand. Witfom was goods driven to 
the fhore, where there had not been for fome fpace any wrack vifible, 
from whence they were anciently ftiled goods of God’s mercy 3 wit 
in old Englifh importing as much as mifericordia in Latin. 

Their eleventh privilege was to be a guild, that is, a fraternity or 
combination of men that had all the franchifes of court-leet and 
court-baron annexed to them, as likewife they were endowed with 
a power upon emergent occafions, to improve the common intereft, 
to lay afleflments and taxes upon the inhabitants of the Cinque Ports 
and their Members; the word guild being extracted from an old 
Latin word called geldo, which fignifies to tax. 

Their twelfth franchife was to aflemble at Shepway, which was 
anciently called the Portmote or Parliament of the Cinque Ports. 
There they punifhed the infringers of their privileges, and amerced all 
thofe who being inhabitants of the Cinque Ports, or of thofe towns 
which were circumfcribed within their jurifdiction, fued out of thofe 
courts which were properly eftablifhed to hear and determine all caufes 
arifing within their liberties. Here likewife they had authority, by royal 
conceffion, to make bye-laws and ordinances, for the common good 
and profit of the Cinque Ports, and for the better regulating (as the 
exigency of affairs might feem to exaét) the herring fifhing at Yar- 
mouth ; and that this court in the power of it might appear to be the 
counterpane of that great original of power, the High Court of Par- 
liament, all appeals from the inferior and fubordinate courts of the 
Cinque Ports were tranfmitted and transferred to this of Shepway. 
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Laftly, —The Barons of the Cinque Ports claim by inherent cuftom 
and prefcription, which is grown up and confirmed by a tacit confent 
between them and the King, to fupport the four Staves of the Canopy 
that covers the King’s Head at the Coronation, and after to dine 
at the Uppermoft Table in the Great Hall on his right hand. 

There are other franchifes and privileges circumfcribed within the 
verge and circumference of the charters, as the taking cognizance of 
the Affize of Bread and Beer, and fome others ; which, becaufe they 
are not of that importance or confideration as thofe which before 
were rehearfed, and, moreover, finding that they are calculated for 
the meridian of many other corporations befides that of the Cinque 
Ports, I have at prefent forborne any further recital of them.

III.) fome of the Cinque Ports’ fleet 
quitted their ftation on the coaft of Brittany without leave, and re- 
turned home ; and others were driven by a ftorm into different ports 
on the Continent, by which the King was in great danger, and feveral 
of his nobles were drowned. On his arrival in England, he fent 
orders to the Warden to command all Mayors and Bailiffs to feize 
the fhips, and take the mariners, and the mafters, and fend them to 
Newgate. [wo of the fhips were from Margate, and the matters’ 
names were Simon Lioner and Solomon Litherer.

An opportunity foon offered to 
retaliate the injury. “The Cinque Ports’ fleet, with other fhips, af- 
fembled at Sandwich ; and the King, the Prince of Wales, and many 
of the nobility failed in them to intercept the Spanifh fleet returning 
from Flanders. They came up with them near Winchelfea, and 
after an obftinate engagement they captured twenty-four of them, 
and the reft efcaped during the night.

During his Conftablefhip, the Barons of the Cinque Ports made 
heavy complaints to the King againft their Warden, for encroaching 
on their rights and privileges. The King, in his precept to Morti- 
mer, recited the privileges which had been granted to them, and 
faid, — Neverthelefs, ye, and your officers, not having regard thereto, 
of late, by various procefles, compel the Defendants to anfwer before 
you, not only at Shepway, and elfewhere, within your liberties, at 
your pleafure, by which means many of the inhabitants of the {aid 
Ports are highly aggrieved and difquieted, to the abatement of their 
conditions, and the manifeft injury of their liberties and cuftoms, 
and contrary to the tenor of the Charters of our Grandfather and 
Father, and the cuftom of former times, for which we are humbly 
entreated to apply a fuitable remedy. We, being unwilling that 
thefe Barons fhould be undefervedly opprefled, we command you, 
that, if the matter be fo, you defift henceforth from fuch allure- 
ments, oppreffions and vexations ; and caufing your officers wholly 
to defift, you permit the Mayors and Bailiffs of the Ports, to have 
and to hold, within their Ports, Pleas of Covenant, happening within 
their jurifdictions, without impediment or allurement made by you, 
agreeable to the tenor of their Charters; and as they ought to have 
cognizance of this fort, and as the faid Barons, and their anceftors, 
the aforefaid liberties, as well before the making the aforefaid Char- 
ters, and Confirmations, as fince, have been accuftomed reafonably 
to ufe and enjoy, we command the diftrefles which have been taken 
for the Barons’ Caufes, from any of the faid Barons, to be reftored ; 
and we direét all who are Complainants before you in fuch matters, 
to go to the Ports, or Port, in which they fay the trefpafs was com- 
mitted, there to receive juftice from the Mayors and Bailifts of thofe 
places, as it ought to be done.””

87. Guy Saint Clere. : . Edw. III. 
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88. Sir John Beauchamp, younger fon of Guy, Earl of Warwick, 
K.G. He was likewife made Admiral of the Seas for the North, 
South, and Weft Coafts. Anno 34thof . . Sidwell 

89. Sir Robert Herle, Knt. In the year 1364 he was at a con- 
fultation held in Dover Caftle, to confider of a treaty of marriage 
between Edmund, Earl of Cambridge, and Margaret, daughter of the 
Earl of Flanders; and the King was prefent. While they were 
affembled, Lord Latimer came from Lord John Montford to learn his 
Majefty’s pleafure relating to the propofals for a peace; and the King 
figned feveral paflports at the Caftle for perfons waiting on the op- 
pofite fhore.

go. Sir Ralph Spirgunell. In the year 1370 he received orders to 
have every man in arms from fixteen to fixty within his jurifdiction, 
to prevent the enemy from landing and plundering the inhabitants on 
the coaft.

Sir Simon endeavoured to 
take an advantage of the alarm, and he propofed removing the rich 
ornaments from Thomas Becket’s fhrine, and the Jewels, and other 
valuables of gold and filver belonging to the church of Canterbury, to 
Dover Caftle as a place of fafety. 

In the eleventh year of the reign he was accufed, among other 
crimes, of an intention to deliver up the Caftle into the hands of the 
French, for which he was attainted in Parliament, and beheaded.

98. Sir John Pieces EK He took his fim from Everus, 
a town in Normandy. He engaged with Prince Richard to ferve in 
his wars for life, and he was made Governor of feveral towns, and 
of Leeds Caftle in Kent. Being an experienced foldier, he was 
fent to Calais to defend that place; and John, Duke of Brittany, 
granted him an annuity of one hundred marks for life.

He was 
appointed Admiral of the Fleet, and received a precept for the Barons 
of the Cinque Ports to rendezvous with their fhips at Briftol, on the 
Feftival of the Exaltation of the Crofs. While he was Warden of 
the Cinque Ports, or very foon after he quitted office, he was fent 
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to treat for a marriage with Ifabella, the eldeft daughterZof the King 
of France, with his royal mafter. Anno 16th of ewRich i; 
1o1. Edmund, Duke of York and Albermarle, was the eldeft fon 
of Edmund de Langele. He was Admiral of the Fleet North of the 
Thames, Juftice of all the Forefts South of the Trent, Conftable of 
the Tower of London, Governor of the Iflands of Guernfey and 
Jerfey, Conftable of Dover Caftle, and High Conftable of England ; 
with a grant of the Ifle of Wight, Carifbroke Caftle, and of feveral 
noblemens’ eftates who had been attainted by Parliament. Thefe 
favors required fome fervices ; and he was engaged, by indenture, to 
go to Ireland, with 140 Knights and Efquires andsMen-at-Arms, 
with 200 Archers on Horfeback, and to every 20 Archers a Car- 
penter and a Mafon.

103. Sir Thomas Erpingham, K. G. nee was one of the Lords 
of Parliament, who voted that Richard II. fhould be taken into fafe 
cuftody. He promoted the intereft of the Duke of Lancafter, who, 
after he had obtained the Crown, appointed him Chamberlain of his 
Houfehold, and Conftable of Dover Caftle. Anno 3rd of Hen. IV. 
He caufed a furvey to be taken of the decayed towers and buildings 
of the Caftle to have them repaired. 
104. Henry, Prince of Wales, afterwards King Henry the Fifth, 
who held the office till his acceffion to the Crown. Anno 12th of 
Hen.

105. Sir Thomas Fitzallan, Earl of Arundel, was made K.G. at 
the Coronation of King Henry the Fourth. In the firft Parliament 
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held in the reign of Henry the Fifth the judgment againft his father 
was reverfed, and he was reftored in blood.

106. Humphrey, Duke of Gloucefter, fourth and youngeft fon of 
King Henry the Fourth. He received a fummons to ferve the King 
with one Duke, two Earls, eleven Barons, twenty-three Knights, 
415 Men-at-Arms, and 445 Archers; and with this force he raifed 
the fiege of Calais. For this fervice he had a grant of 2000 marks 
yearly, during the King’s pleafure.

10g. Humphrey Stafford, Duke of Buciinphaan who in the 26th 
year took poffeffion of them in like tail. Soon after he was created 
Duke there was a violent difpute between him and the Duke of 
Warwick, to whom the King had given precedence. Too ftop the 
progrefs of this diffenfion, there was a fpecial aét pafled for each of 
them to have precedence yearly ; and after the death of Warwick, 
Buckingham had a fpecial grant of precedence above all the other 
Dukes, excepting thofe of the blood royal. He was flain in the 
battle of Northampton, fighting with much bravery on the King’s

110. Simon Montford. Anno 38th Glee  HenaVik

114. William Fitz-alan, Earl of Arundel, we held till the Ac- 
ceffion of King Edward V. He entertained a high notion of his 
rank in fociety, and he contended with the Earl of Devon for prece- 
dency, which was determined in his favor.

115. Richard, Duke of Gloucefter, the King’s uncle, afterwards

Buckingham was the principal agent in placing the crown on the 
head of Richard.

117. Sir William Scott, fon of Sir John, was one of the Privy 
Council, Comptroller of the King’s Houfehold, and Deputy Governor 
of Gaia Anno 6th of : + a hlensved: 

118. Prince Henry, Duke of York, Marthal of England, Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, Conftable and Lord pee the King’s younger 
fon, afterwards King Henry VIII. He was appointed during pleafure, 
by writ dated at Canterbury April 5th, and in the tenth year of the 
reign the King renewed the patent, with the addition of the Caftle- 
guard and other fervices. But the Duke refigned in the twentieth 
year of the reign. Anno 7th and rothof . geticns VAL. 

119. Sir Edward Poynings, K.G., fon and heir of Robert, a younger 
fon of Robert, Lord Poynings. His commiffion was renewed by King 
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Henry VIII. on his acceffion, and he was fworn in at Shepway, being 
a man much in favour with both thofe princes. He was at his poft in 
Dover Caftle the twelfth of Hen. VIII, and received the Emperor 
Charles V. on his landing at Dover. He died about two years after 
this event by breathing mephitic air.

120. Sir George Neville, K.G., Lord Abergavenny. He was prefent 
at the memorable interview between Henry VIII. and the King 
of France, near Ardes.

121. Sir Edward Guildeford, K.G. of Hamfted Place, was Marthal 
of Calais at the time of being Conftable of Dover Caftle. His 
daughter and fole heirefs was married to John Dudley, Duke of North- 
umberland, and fhe was the mother of the famous Dudley, Earl of 
Leicefter and Warwick, and of the unhappy Guildeford Dudley, the 
hufband of Lady Jane Grey. The Duchefs lived to fee her hufband, 
and John, Earl of Warwick, condemned for High Treafon. Anno

122. George Boleyne, Vifcount Rochford. Beheaded in the 
twenty-eighth year of the reign. Anno 24th of eed enelv EL,

the king’s natural fon. He died the fame year. Anno 28th of 
Fen: VIiIi. 
124. Arthur Plantagenet, Vifcount Lifle, was the natural fon of 
Edward IV. He was with Lord Howard in the fleet before Breft, 
when his fhip was loit upon a rock. ‘The King appointed him 
Lieutenant Governor at Calais, but he foon after fufpefted that he 
was privy to the defign of delivering up the garrifon to the French, 
and he was ordered home and committed to the Tower. On his 
examination his innocence was fo fully eftablifhed that the King 
ordered his releafe, fent him a diamond ring, and with it a moft 
gracious meflage. This occafioned fuch an agitation of his fpirits, 
that he died the following night.

125. Sir Thomas Cheynie, K.G. He was Treafurer of the 
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Houfehold, Conftable of the Caftle of Saltwood, Keeper of the Manfion 
of Oftenhanger, with the orchards and gardens, High Steward of the 
Manors of Alington and Chilham, and Bailiff of the Woods there, 
Keeper of the Parks at Oftenhanger, Saltwood, Alington, and Lyminge, 
with all the penfions and emoluments ufually enjoyed with them, for his 
natural life. He continued in the office till the laft year of Queen 
Mary’s reign.

126. Sir William Brook, Lord Cobham. He held his court at 
Beakefbourne, which fhows that the great Law Court of the Cinque 
Ports was a moveable one, and might be held at any place within 
their jurifdiction. He continued Conftable of Dover Caftle during 
the greater part of the long reign of Elizabeth ; and in the year 1593 
he had a complaint from the Ifle of Thanet that the burning of the 
fuci was hurtful to the health of the inhabitants, and detrimental to 
the fifhery. As Warden of the Cinque Ports he iffued his precept 
to {top fuch a pernicious practice. This is a ftriking proof how far 
prejudice and imagination will carry people into abfurdity. He con- 
tinued till the 39th year of Queen Elizabeth. : . Hhz. 

127. Henry Brook, Lord Cobham, fon of William Brook, Lord 
Cobham. He was confidered as an accomplice with Sir Walter 
Raleigh in plotting againft the life of the Earl of Effex; and there 
was a crime of a more ferious nature laid to his charge; for he was 
accufed of being concerned with Lord Grey of Wilton, and Sir 
Walter, in endeavouring to fubvert the religion and government of 
the country. He was tried at Winchefter, and fentence of death was 
pronounced againft him, but he was pardoned by the clemency of 
King James, with the lofs of his eftate. Anno 4oth of SE izA 

128. Henry Howard, Earl of Northampton, K.G., younger brother 
of Thomas, Duke of Norfolk, was a member of the Privy Council, 
and Lord Privy Seal. He died in 1614, anno 13, and was buried 
in the church of the caftle, whence his body was afterwards removed 
to Greenwich. Anno rift of : ‘ sathasal: 

129. Edward, Lord Zouch, St. Maure and Cantilupe, of Haring- 
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worth, fworn in at Shepway. He was alfo appointed Lieutenant of 
North and South Wales. He was a zealous reformer of abufes, and 
endeavoured to the utmoft of his power to have juftice faithfully 
adminiftered within his jurifdi@tion. Anno 13th of Sie ase. 

130. Moft noble Lord George, Duke, Marquiffe, and Earle of 
Buckingham, Earle of Coventry, Vifcount Villars, Lord Shaddon, 
Lord High Admiral of England, Mafter of His Majefty’s Horfe, K.G., 
S.C. In the year 1623 he and Prince Charles, attended only by Sir 
Richard Graham, fet off from Newhall, in Effex, with falfe beards, 
by the names of John and Thomas Smith, ona fecret journey. They 
paffed over the Thames to Gravefend, and, for want of filver, they 
gave the ferryman a piece of gold, value twenty-two fhillings. 
This liberal gift raifed his fufpicion that they were gentlemen in dif- 
guife, going to decide a quarrel on the continent, and he acquainted 
the magiftrates of the town with his opinion. Upon the ferryman’s 
information they ifflued a warrant to apprehend them at Rochefter ; 
but they had paffed through that city before their officer arrived. 
When they came to Canterbury the mayor ftopped them, as they 
were changing horfes, faying that he had a warrant from the Council, 
another from Sir Lewis Lewkner, and a third from Sir Henry Main- 
waring, Lieutenant-Governor of Dover Caftle. As matters were 
growing ferious, the Marquis put off his difguife, and faid, that as 
Admiral he was going to take a fecret view of the fleet, then prepar- 
ing in the narrow feas. "The mayor then fuffered them to pafs, and 
they arrived fafe at Dover, where they found Sir Francis Cottington 
and Mr. Porter, who had been fent to provide a veflel to convey them 
to the continent. It being tempeftuous weather, they were detained 
in Dover during the night, but in the morning they failed for Bolougne, 
and in two days arrived in Paris. They continued to travel in 
difguife ; but being ftrangers they were admitted to court, and they 
had a view of the Princefs Henrietta Maria, and other great perfon- 
ages. From Paris they travelled into Spain; and while they were 
on their journey a patent was prepared for the Marquis, appointing 
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him Warden of the Cinque Ports, and Steward of Hampton Court. 
After the death of James he was fent to Paris, to conduct Princefs 
Henrietta Maria to England to be married to King Charles. He 
was ftabbed at Portfmouth by Fulton. Anno 2r1ft of +” Jassf, 

131. Theophilus Howard, fecond Earl of Suffolk, was fummoned 
to the Houfe of Peers during the life of his father, and was diftin- 
guifhed by the title of Lord Howard of Walfden. Anno 4th of

132. James Stuart, Duke of Lenox and Richmond, K.G., was 
Lord Chamberlain, Admiral of Scotland, and Lord High Steward of 
His Majefty’s Houfehold. Anno 16th of : 7 Carol: 

133. Robert, Lord Rich, Earl of Warwick, was raifed to this 
dignity by King James ; but, as he was not defcended from the ancient 
Earls, he did not enjoy any of their eftates. The Caftle at Warwick, 
the Park at Wedgenorth, the Garden, and all the Dependencies of 
the old Earls, were granted to Sir Fulke Greville, afterwards Lord 
Brook, but they have fince been remitted to the title. Anno 24th

The following extra from the Life of Sir Leonine Fenkins, by 
William Wynne, (publithed 1724,) vol. ii. p.. 782, is a very 
curious and learned Charge and Addrefs as to the Admiralty 
Jurifdiétion of the Cinque Ports. 


TO THE KING. 
Nov. 4, 1675. 
May IT PLEASE Your Majesty, 


ERYS N obedience to your Majefty’s gracious order of re- 
Pcs ference, bearing date the 22nd of June, 1675, we have 
s Oe fully confidered of the Petition of Laurence Polman, 
and of your Majefty’s order hereto annexed, bearing 
date the 6th of March, 1673, and upon the whole matter we moft 
humbly certifie your Mich, 

1. That the caufe mentioned in the faid Polman’s Petition, being 
a caufe purely maritime, and happening and arifing in your Majefty’s 
Admiralty of the Cinque Ports, and touching a fhip taken upon the 
high and open Sea in time of War, and firft entered into the faid 
Court of Admiralty by Abraham Stock, then and {till an inhabitant 
of the Cinque Ports, and by Laurence Blancart, fince dead; the 
fame cannot be treated on, or handled in any Court of your Majefty’s 
out of the jurifdiction of the Cinque Ports, but ought to be judged 
and finally determined within that jurifdiction. 

2. It is our- humble opinion, that a fentence, or a final interlo- 
cutory decree being given by the Judge of the faid Admiralty of the 
Cinque Ports in the faid Court, and therefore a Commiffion of Re- 
view being granted by His Royal Highnefs the Duke of York, then 
Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports; and full power and authority 
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being by his faid Royal Highnefs granted by his faid Commiffion, to 
three Doétors of the Civil Law, or any two of them named in the 
fame Commiffion, to hear and examine the faid firft Sentence; and 
finally to adjudge, fentence, and determine the fame according to 
Right and Juftice ; his Royal Highnefs himfelf being then with your 
Majefty’s Fleet at Sea. 

And inafmuch as the faid three Civilians have, in virtue of the 
faid Commiffion, given their definite Sentence in Writing, we 
humbly conceive the fame to be a valid and good Sentence, and 
ought to be obeyed, and have full execution; though the fame was 
| not given or pronounced by His Royal Highnefs, the then Lord 
Warden of the Cinque Ports, in his own proper perfon; efpecially 
when his Royal Highnefs did afterwards, by an Inftrument under 
his hand and feal, bearing date June 24, 1672, ratify and confirm 
the faid definitive Judgment and Sentence of the faid Judges Dele- 
gates, which we humbly fuppofe was not without due Information 
had of the Grounds and Reafons of their Sentence. 

So that we humbly conceive that which is defired of your Majefty, 
viz. to hear the faid Caufe again, upon Proofs already taken, and to 
fentence the fame in your own Royal Perfon, not to be neceffary, 
nor agreeable to the courfe of Admiralty in the Cinque Ports; the 
Judgment there given by the Lord Warden, being reverfible at a 
Court of Shepway, and not other where in any ordinary way. 

3. Whereas one branch of the faid definitive Sentence, given by 
the three Judges Delegates in the faid Review, was not only to re- 
tract and reverfe the faid firft Sentence, but alfo to declare a certain 
Bond given in the faid Court of Admiralty by Polman’s Sureties to 
be fuch as by law ought to be cancelled, and to inhibit all procefs 
and execution upon the fame, as being of no effeét or force in law. 

And that fince the faid Sentence given, the faid Abraham Stock, 
having privily gotten into his hands out of the faid Court, the faid 
Bond, did profecute the faid Polman’s Sureties in a new Aétion upon 
the faid Bond in one of the Common Law Courts of the faid Cinque 
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Ports, wherein being {topped by an Injunétion out of your Majefty’s 
Chancery Court at Dover, he has lately brought a new Aétion upon 
the faid Bond in your Majefty’s Court of King’s-Bench ; we here- 
upon moft humbly conceive, that your Majefty’s Lieutenant in the 
Cinque Ports (your Majefty firft fignifying to him your Royal Will 
and Pleafure to that effect) may order a Procefs of Attachment to 
iffue out of the Chancery Court at Dover, thereby to compel the faid 
Stock to deliver up to the faid Polman’s Sureties the faid Bond, or 
elfe to fuffer the law for his contempt. All which, &c.

And in regard there are 
now fome Prifoners in our Prifon of Sandwich (one of our Cinque 
Ports) to be Tryed at the Seffions of our faid Admiralty: thefe are 
to will and require you (calling to you any two or more of the Juf- 
tices nominated in the faid Commiffion herewith fent to you) to 
iffue out and direct our Precept of Venire facias under the Seale of 
our Court of Admiralty for our faid Cinque Ports and Members 
thereof, in the ufuall forme to our Lieutenant of Dover Caftle, for 
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the fummoning, empanneling and returning of fo many and fuch able 
Jurors as is ufuall in fuch Seffions held for our fayd Admiralty, to 
appeare in the ancient place for Tryall of Piracyes commonly called 
Pennilefle Bench in our towne of Dover (one of our faid Cinque 
Ports) on Saturday the nine-and-twentyeth day of this prefent April 
by eight of the clock in the morning, then and there to attend the 
faid bufinefle: as alfo to iffue out fuch Proclamation for giving notice 
of the faid Seffions fo to be holden as hath been in the like cafes 
accuftomed. To which time and place we require that the faid 
Commiffion fhould be accordingly adjourned.

Prefent the names of 
robbers, what goods they have robbed, to whofe hands they came, 
of what value fuch goods be, and the names of the receivers, mayn- 
teyners, and abettors of fuch robbers. 

2. Whether any have victualled or refrefhed any of the King’s 
enemies or robbers with victualls, artillery, armor, corne, falt, iron, 
fteele, or any other thing whatfoever whereby the faid enemies or 
robbers be comforted or made ftrong. 
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3. Whether any have pilfered or ftolen within any havens or fhips, 
or boate, either in the ports or upon the fea, any gould, filver, pearle, 
or any other goods whatfoever, or broken up any coffers in any 
fhipp or boate, or ftolen any anchors, or cables, or other ropes, or 
any other furniture from fhipps, or have cut any ropes or cables in 
or belonging to any fhipp or boat. 

4. Whether any have taken upon the feas any fhipp’s goods or 
prifoners, and have not fatisfied the Lord Warden, being Admirall, 
his fhare or part. Enquire the names of fuch takers, and of the 
matters of fuch fhipps and of the owners of them, the value of the 
fhipp’s goods, and prifoners foe taken, and into whofe hands they came. 

5. Whether any fhipps, veffells, or boats have been found waved 
on the fea, whereof the Lord Warden as Admirall hath not been paid 
his part. 

6. Whether any perfon hath found upon the fea, floting, any tunne 
or pipe of wine, or oyle, any barrel of pitch, tarre, or any other thing 
whatfoever; or cloths coffers, or chefts, deale boards, or any other 
goods whatfoever, of which the Lord Warden hath not his part or 
fhare. 

7. Whether any perfon hath found at the bottom of the fea any 
goods that are Lagan, that is, any anchors, fteele, gould, filver, or 
any other goods that by reafon of his weight hath lyen upon the 
bottom of the fea. 

8. Whether any perfon hath fet up or maynteyneth in any great 
ftreams or channells of havens or ports any wares, kieeles, blind- 
ftakes, watermilles, or any other thing which may hinder the port or 
haven, or endanger any fhipp or veflell coming into or going out of 
that port or haven. 

g. Whether any perfon hath found any body dead upon the fea, or 
feabanks with any gould, filver, or pearle, or any other goods about 
it, and not delivered the fame goods to the Lord Warden or his 
Deputy: enquire the names of fuch finders and the goods or value foe 
found, and prefent them. 
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10. Whether any have taken or found any whale, baleyne or 
fturgeon, porpayes, grafpayes, or any other ftrange fifhes royal, and 
hath not fatisfied the Lord Warden his part. 

11. Whether any perfon hath been killed in any fhipp or boat by 
any man, or by the tackle or apparrell of any fhipp or boat: enquire 
and prefent the name of fuch killer and the tackle or apparreil that 
killed him, and the name of the owner of fuch fhippe or boate. 

12. Whether any mayne bloodfhedd or affrayes were done in any 
fhippboard, feabanke, or within the jurifdi€tion of this Court; how 
fuch bloodfhed and aftray was done, when, by whom, and upon 
whom. 

13. Whether any perfon hath made wracke of thofe goods which 
were noe wracke, that is, of any fhippe or boate fifhed up on the fea, 
wherein a man, cocke, hound, or catt efcaped alive, the goods of 
fuch fhipp or boat being demanded by the true owners within one 
year and a day, and not delivered: enquire and prefent the with- 
houlders of {uch goods, the value of fuch goods, and the abettors and 
comforters of fuch withhoulders.

16. Whether any marriners be difobedient to their mafter’s lawful 
and honeft commandment, and whether any the mafters of fhipps 
and boats doe not ufe their mariners as by law they ought.

20. Whether any marriners arrefted to the king’s fervice, or the 
Lord Admirall, have broken that arreft, or deferted from the fervice 
before they have been licenced, or the fervice ended for which they 
were arrefted. 

21. Whether any perfon hath carried in any fhipp or other veffell 
any goods or merchandife without paying the King his due cuftome. 

22. Whether any perfons carry in their fhipps, boats, or other 
veffells, any wool, hides, fheepfkins, tynne, lead, cheefe, butter, or 
other {taple merchandife or goods without licence. 

23. Whether any perfon ufeth to dragg for mufkells or oyfters 
from the beginning of May untill Holy Crofle, in the month of Sep- 
tember. 

24. Whether any take any frye of oyfters, mufkells, or other fifh 
in weeres, or thicke nette, at any time of the contrary to law. 

25. Whether any mafters of fhipps or marriners take any greater 
wages or falary for portage then by ufage or law they take. 

26. Whether any perfon fraighteth his goods and wares in ftrangers 
fhippes or veffells with intent to defraud His Majeftie of his cuftom. 

27. Whether any perfon buyeth or felleth with any of the King’s 
enemies contrary to law without efpecial licence. 

28. Whether any perfon carryeth or letteth pafle over the feas any 
prifoner without the King’s licence and fafe conduct of the Lord 
Warden, or felons, or outlawes, or any other goods willingly. 

29. Whether any perfon by fraud turneth backe any victualls, 
goods, or merchandife coming into this Realme for the good of the 
King and his fubjects. 

30. Whether any perfon hath cutt any bouy bound to any bouy 
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rope, either within water or without, whereby any anchor is loft or 
other harme cometh to any fhippe or veflell or any man. 

31. Whether any perfon hath removed the anchor of any fhippe 
without giving warning unto the mafter of the fame, whereby any 
fhippe, boate, or veflell perifhed, or any man was killed, hurt, or 
harmed. 

32. Whether any perfon hath ufed any falfe bufhells, weights, or 
meafures, within the jurifdiction of this Court, in deceit of the King’s 
liege people. 

33. Whether any perfon fpirituall or temporall have committed 
any treafon againft the King, or mifprifion of treafon, within the 
jurifdiction of this Court: enquire and prefent their names, and the 
names of their councellors and abettors. 

34. Whether any perfon hath by letters, meffages, or otherwife, 
difclofed the King’s counfell to his enemies, whereby the enemies be 
comforted. 

35. Whether any perfon hath counterfeited or clipped the King’s 
coyne, or any other coyne currant within this realme: enquire and 
prefent their names, and the names of their councellors and abettors. 

36. Whether any perfon hath committed thefte or other fellonies 
upon the feas: enquire and prefent the names of fuch perfons foe 
offending. 

37. Whether any man hath taken any goods as lawful prize upon 
the fea of any of the King’s enemies, of which the Lord as Admirall 
hath not his due fhare. 

38. Whether any have regrated at the ports or fea coafts, that is, 
buying any victualls before it cometh to the place of fale at the faid 
ports or fea coafts, as frefh herrings, corne, falt, or any other viétualls, 
to the intent to fell the fame again at a dearer rate or price to the 
prejudice of the King’s fubjeéts. 

39. Whether any perfon hath brought and putt to fale any corrupt 
victualls, within the Jurifdiction of this Court, that is not good and 
wholefome for man’s body. 
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40. Whether any perfon hath defrauded the King of his cuftome 
in any wares that are cuftomable: enquire the name of fuch of you 
foe offending. 

41. Whether any Englifh merchant hath coloured any ftrange 
goods, defrauding thereby His Majeftie of his cuftome, or hath entered 
lefle goods in the cuftomes booke, then they have caufed to be tran{- 
ported. 

42. Whether any foreftallers goeing in their boats to the fhipps 
laden with victualls or merchandife, and felleth it dearer by retayle 
in the fame place where they bought it, or within foure myles, in 
damage of the King’s fubjeéts. 

43. Whether any perfon, within the Fudiclon of this Court, by 
himfelfe or any other for him or in his name, claimeth any admirall 
right, that is, goods wracked or otherwife forfeited to the Lord Admirall 
of the Five Ports and the members thereof: enquire the name or 


names of fuch perfons, what right, and where they claime, what goods 
they withhould, of what value, and in whofe hands fuch goods are. 

44. Whether any perfons have maynteyned any quarrells between 
partye and partye, without leave of the Lord Warden as Admirall. 

45. Whether any perfon hath or doth fue any other out of the 
JurifdiGtion of this Court of Admiralty, whereas the cognizance of 
the caufe doth belong to the Admirall’s Court within the Cinque 
Ports: enquire the names both of the plaintiffe and defendant, and 
prefent their names. 

46. Whether any perfon hath bought any fifh or other victualls 
within any fhippe before any fuch victualls have been put to fale as 
in markett. 

47. Whether any ftewards, bayliffs, or any other officers or 
minifters have taken to their own ufe, or their Lord’s, any goods robbed 
on the fea and brought to land. 

48. Whether any officers in ports or towns raife new cuftomes or 
take greater cuftomes, amerciaments, or fees than ancient ufe or law 


permitteth. 
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49. Whether marriners be inforced in tempefts to caft out wares 
or goods out of their fhipps for fafegurd thereof, and be not fatisfyed 
for their goods.

example of the uflages and exercife of Admirall Jurifdiccon within 
the fame lymits, precinéts, and bounds by the Wardens and Ad- 
miralls of the Cinque Ports and their Members, or their officers.

Inquifition of Admiralty. 


Aw Inquisition indented, taken at the Court of Admiralty of our 
Lord the King, of the Cinque Ports, Ancient Towns, and Mem- 
bers, held at the town and port of Dover, in the County of Kent, on 
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the fea fhore, on Monday, the twelfth day of June, in the thirty- 
fourth year of the reign of King Charles the Second, now of Eng- 
land, &c. a.p. 1682, by the oathes of good and lawful men of the 
Cinque Ports aforefaid, namely, Thomas Veel, of the town and port 
of Dover, Efq.; John Vayly, of Dover aforefaid, Gent.; Thomas 
Marth, of Dover aforefaid, Gent. ; George Knowler, of the parifh 
of Deal, Gent.; Jeffry Tomlin, of St. Peter’s, in the Ifle of Thanet, 
Gent. ; Thomas Jenkin, of the town of Folkeftone, Gent. ; William 
Nepuen, of Dover aforefaid, merchant; Henry Read, of the town 
and port of Hithe, Gent. ; John Shoefmith, of the town and port of 
New Romney, Gent.; Warham Jemmett, of Dover aforefaid, Gent. ; 
John Hawker, of Sandwich, Gent. ; Thomas Golding, of Ramfgate, 
Gent.; Stephen Gillow, of the parifh of Walmer, Gent.; Peter 
Peters, of Dover aforefaid, Gent.; John Barton, of the town of 
Lydd, Gent.; Michael Jacob, of Folkeftone aforefaid, merchant; and 
William Fendall, of Deal aforefaid, merchant, who being {worn fay 
and prefent upon their oaths aforefaid, in manner and form following, 
in thefe words in Englifh :-— 


Firft,—We prefent Jofeph Spenfer, alias Spenfax, alias Penfax, 
for carrying his Majefty’s Colours on board a certain veffel called the 
Snow (whereof he, the faid Spenfax, alias Penfax, alias Spenfer, is 
mafter) and firing feveral times under his Majefty’s Colours, he not 
having his Majefty’s Commiffion for doing the fame.

We alfo prefent him, the faid Spenfer, alias Spenfax, alias Penfax, 
for felonioufly coming on board, by force and arms, of a certain veffel 
called the Thomas of Dover (whereof William Sweetland is or was 
late mafter), and for taking away feveral gallons of brandy and half 
a hogfhead of wine out of the faid veflel.

and the faid Spencer, alias Spenfax, alias Penfax, faid that he had 
more commiffion than he to take French tonnage, and that he had 
taken light money, and hath bills to receive more, and if he met the 
faid John Brewer he, the faid Spencer, alias Spenfax, alias Penfax, 
would receive tonnage, and would cleave his head, notwithftanding 
he knew the faid John Brewer was and is collector of His Majefty’s 
cuftoms for the Town and Port of Hythe, and the faid Spencer, alias 
Spenfax, alias Penfax, did alfo fay that he had his Commiffion from 
the Walloons and Combers of the county of Kent. 


Item.—The jury prefent Jacob Pratt and Richard Pratt for taking 
away an anchor of about eight hundred weight, laying off of the 
North Foreland, near the Lighthoufe, and alfo about thirty fathom 
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of cable, which lay in the fea within the Jurifdiction of Admiralty of 
the Cinque Ports with a bouy to it. 


Item.—We prefent Robert Stanton, Walter Williams, and Ambrofe 
Ball, who, with feveral others, did on the eighteenth day of March, 
1680, beat and wound John Edwards of Dover for coming towards 
the feafide to feize a parcel of wool which was going to be fhipped 
off; and the faid John Edwards that night had his ftick cut in 
funders with a backfword, or fome fuch like weapon; and the faid 


John Edwards being upon his oath doth fay that the faid perfons did | 


fhip the goods away the fame night. 


Item.—We prefent Thomas Row for being a Common Tranfporter 
of Wool, and faying that he was the man that intended to ruin 
Romney Marfh, and for employing Vanfues Boate, a Frenchman, 
for bringing over prohibited goods for the faid Rowe for nothing, he, 
the faid Rowe, giving no account of the fame as the faid Vanfues 
declared. 


Item.—We prefent that Thomas Robinfon of Deale, mariner, 
with others whofe names are unknown, on the firft day of June laft 
paft, in the Downs within the Jurifdiction of this Court, upon or near 
the Goodwin Sands, did take and cut away from a certain {hip called 
the Sufanna of Amfterdam (whereof John Godyn was mafter), fix 
of the fhrowds in pieces of the faid fhip, and alfo that he the faid 
Thomas Robinfon did alfo there take out and carry away from the 
faid fhip about feven hundred weight of hemp, and landed and houfed 
all the faid goods at Deale aforefaid, without giving any notice thereof 
to the officers of the Admiralty, or His Majefty’s cuftoms there. 


Item.—We prefent that James Hazard of Deale, mariner, and 
others unknown, did, on the firft day of June, on the Downs afore- 
faid, and upon or near the Goodwin Sands aforefaid, within the

Item.—We prefentthat Farncombe of Merfham Hole, near Win- 
chelfea, within the Jurifdiétion of the Admiralty of the Cinque Ports, 
did on the day of November, 1680, take and bring on fhore, or 
caufed to be taken and brought on fhore, from a fhip called the St. 
Honor of St. Maloes, which then lay funk in the fea between Win- 
chelfea and Hafting, within the Jurifdiction of the Admiralty of the 
Cinque Ports, &c., one cable and anchor of the value of fifteen 
pounds, belonging to the Lord Warden, and hath converted the 
fame to his own ufe. 


Item.—We prefent William Breaden of the Camber, near Win- 
chelfea, within the Jurifdiction of the Admiralty of the Cinque Ports, 
for drawing on fhore and taking into his cuftody there one butt or 
cafk of red wine, and converting the fame to his own ufe about feven 
months laft paft, which was of the value of about twelve pounds, with- 
out paying or allowing the Lord Warden his fhare or part. 


Item.—We prefent John Norris of Deale aforefaid, mariner, for

the Downs within the Jurifdiction of the Admiralty of the Cinque 
Ports, &c., one maft of the value of forty fhillings, and hath not paid 
or allowed the Lord Warden his fhare or part of the fame.

Item.—We prefent Richard Waller of Lydd, within the jurif- 
diction of the Admiralty of the Cinque Ports, for that he, in January, 
1679, did get into his cuftody four cafks and a-half of wax which 
did belong to the Cadiz merchant of London, caft away and broken 
in pieces near Dungenefs, within the jurifdiction of the Admiralty of 
the Cinque Ports, &c., and did convert the fame to his own ufe. 


Item.—We prefent Thomas Dimocks of Sandwich, within the 
jurifdiGtion of the Admiralty of the Cinque Ports, &c., for that he, 
in the month of September, 1681, did arreft one James Turner, 
without a writ from the Admiralty of the Cinque Ports, upon the 
high feas, within the jurifdiction of the faid Admiralty, and brought 
him out of a certain fhip (whereof one William Johnfon was mafter) 
then riding in the Downs, he not being the proper officer, nor having 
fufficient authority for doing the fame. 


Item.—We prefent Daniel Joyce for receiving and taking four- 
pence for a portmantle, fourpence for every dog, twopence for a 
hawking-bag of paflengers coming into England, and alfo going out, 
and for taking of fixpence for a pafs of the faid paflengers going

cellor of England for the time being, from time to time, and as oft 
as need fhould require, to hear and determine fuch offences after the 
common courfe of the laws of this realm, ufed for treafons, felonies, 
robberies, murders, and confederacies of the fame, done and com- 
mitted upon the land within the fame realm. 
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Anpv that whenfoever any fuch Commiffion for the punifhment 
of the offences aforefaid, or of any of them, fhould be directed or 
fent to any place within the jurifdiction of our Cinque Ports afore- 
faid, that then every fuch Commiffion fhould be directed unto the 
Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports for the time being, or to his 
Deputy, or to three or four other fuch perfons as fhall be named or 
appointed by the Lord Chancellor of England for the time being, as 
by the fame Statute will more fully appear. 

Anp further WHEREAs in the Parliament of our Lord Henry, late 
King of England, the fourth after the Conqueft, held at Weftminfter 
in the fourth year of his reign, in a ftatute concerning wears, mills, 
ftanks, ftakes, and kidels then and there ordained, it was amongtt 
other things declared, ena¢ted, and eftablifhed by the authority of the 
fame, that the ftatutes thereof made fhould be holden, kept, and put 
in due execution ; joining to the fame that commiffions be awarded to 
certain juftices and others in every county of the Realm where need 
fhould be to enquire of,—-all that which is contained in the faid ftatute, 
and to punifh the offenders of the fame ftatute by fine, according to 
their difcretion, as in the ftatute aforefaid is more fully contained.

Awnp axso concerning 
all other offences, frauds, injuries, and crimes, whatfoever, againft 
the form of the ftatute ‘ touching politick conftitutions for the 
maintenance of the navy,”’ pafled at the Parliament held in the fifth 
year of the reign of the late Queen Elizabeth, and the acceflaries 
of the fame within the Jurifdiétion and Liberties of the Cinque Ports 
and their members (as well within the Liberties as without), by 
whomfoever and wherefoever they be had, done, perpetrated, or com- 
mitted, fully to hear and determine the truth of the fame treafons 
and other premifes, according to the law and cuftom of our Realm of

of good and lawful men inhabiting within our Cinque Ports or the 
members of the fame (as well within the Liberties as without), con-

miffioners or Juftices appointed, or to be appointed, by us under the 
great feal of England, might or ought to be confidered or determined 
and the acceflaries of the fame; and the fame crimes and offences 
according to the cuftom of this our Realm of England, and ftatutes 
aforefaid to hear and determine. 

‘THEREFORE we command that at the days and. places aforefaid 
you, or four at leaft of the before named perfons,—the Lord Warden 
of our Cinque Ports for the time being; John Beaumont, E{q., 
Lieutenant of our Caftle of Dover, or the Lieutenant of the Caftle 
aforefaid for the time being; George Oxenden, Dr. of Laws, Judge 
Official and Commiflary of our Court of Admiralty of the Cinque 
Ports, or the Judge Official and Commiflary of our Court of Ad- 
miralty of the Cinque Ports for the time being; Richard Oxenden, 
Efq., Senefchal of our Court of Chancery of the Cinque Ports, or 
the Senefchal of the Court aforefaid for the time being; Nathaniel 
Denewe, Efq., Deputy-Lieutenant of our Caftle aforefaid, or the 
Deputy-Lieutenant for the time being; Sir Henry Palmer, Bart.,— 
[other names repeated],—and we will that you diligently fearch into 
the premifes, and caufe henceforth to be done in the manner afore- 
faid, that which to juftice belongs, according to the laws and cuftoms 
of our realm of England and the Statute aforefaid. 

Commanp1Nnc alfo, and by the tenor of thefe prefents in our name, 
we firmly and ftriétly charge and order each and all, Mayors, Sheriffs, 
Bailiffs of cities, towns, ports, and boroughs, and Burgeffes of the 
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fame, Gaolers, Keepers, Warders, and other our officers whatfoever 
of the fame, and any of them, (as well within the liberty as without, ) 
where it pleafes them to abide and be ftationed, that at the faid days 
and places, from time to time, when and where, and as often as need 
be. Which you, the Lord Warden of our Cinque Ports aforefaid 
for the time being, or the Lieutenant of our Caftle of Dover . 
that ye caufe 
[the Judge] Oficial and Gommnifiaey ae our ‘Ooakt of Admiralty of 
our Cinque Ports, or their Members for the time being, or the 
Senefchal of our Court of Chancery of the Cinque ee afore- 
faid, or the Members of the fame for the time being, or you 
‘ ; our before named Juftices aforefaid, or four 
perfons in manner aforefaid, or any others known to you—that 
ye caufe to come before you or four perfons at leaft of thofe the 
aforenamed, Lord of the Cinque Ports for the time eager 
repeated ]—and we will ; 
that fo many good and lewtal men Jaebienes in our 
fete Gigue Ports, or the Members of the fame (as well within the 
liberties as without), by whom the truth of the matter in the pre- 
mifes may be better known and inquired into. 

ComMANDING efpecially all noble Lords, Knights, Juftices, Mayors, 
Sheriffs, Bailifts, Senefchals, Conftables, as alfo Gaolers, Keepers, 
Warders, and other our faithful officers, minifters, and liege fubjeéts 
whomfoever (as well within the liberties as without), That you 
and all other perfons, from time to time, in execution of the pre- 
mifes, and every of them, be intending, favoring, obedient, and alike 
affifting in all things as it is meet. 

In teftimony whereof we have caufed thefe our letters patent to 
be made. As witnefs ourfelf, at Weftminfter, the fourth day of 
April, in the fixth year of our reign.

The moft noble Lionel, Duke of 
Dorfet, &c., Conftable of Dover 
Caftle, Lord Warden, Chancellor and 
Admiral of the Cinque Ports, two 
Ancient Towns, and their Members, 
in his office of Admiralty of the Cinque 
Ports aforefaid, againft the faid wine 
and fruit lately feized for his ufe at 
Deale and Sandwich, within the Li- 
berty of the Cinque Ports and Mem- 
bers aforefaid—LAMBE. 


On which day Lambe, as 
Proétor of the faid Duke of 
Dorfet, &c., in his faid office 
of Admiralty of the Cinque 
Ports, by all lawful ways 
and meanes, and to all Ef- 
fects of Law whatfoever, 
alleged, pleaded, and articu- 
lately propounded as follow 
(to wit) :— 


1. That on or about the 1gth day of Oétober, 1739, war and 
hoftility was declared by His Majefty King George the Second 
againft the King of Spain, his fubjects and vaflals, and this was and 
is true, publick, and notorious. And the party proponent doth 
allege and propound of any other time, and all and everything 
jointly and feverally. 

2. That the faid 250 Butts, 8 Hogfheads, and 50 quarter cafks of 
Spanifh Mountain Wine, and roo jars of Raifons of the Sun, being 
goods, wares, and merchandizes of the produce of the kingdom of 
Spain, and in or about the month of laft paft, being 
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ftronded within the jurifdi€tion of the Admiralty of the Cinque 
Ports aforefaid, in the fhip called the 

whereof was mafter. And then all belonging unto 
the King of Spain, his vaffalls or fubjeéts, on or about the 

days of this inftant month of June were feized at Deale and Sand- 
wich, within the jurifdiction of the Admiralty of the faid Cinque 
Ports, for the ufe of the faid Duke of Dorfet, &c. And the party 
proponent doth allege and propound of any other time and place, and 
as before. 

3. That the faid Wine and Fruit were and are the Goods, Ware, 
and Merchandizes of and belonging to the King of Spain, or his 
Subjects, or Vaflals, or others inhabiting within his Countries, Ter- 
ritories, or Dominions, and ought to be confifcated, condemned, and 
adjudged to be Goods of Enemies, and Perquifites of the Admiralty of 
the Cinque Ports, as being the Goods of the Enemies of the Crown 
of Great Britain, and feized within the jurifdiction of the Admiralty 
of the Cinque Ports. And the party proponent prays the fame may 
be adjudged and condemned accordingly. And the party proponent 
doth allege and propound as before. 

4. That all and fingular the premifles were and are true, publick, 
and notorious, and from the proceedings in this Caufe had ac- 
cording to law and practice, the party proponent prays you, the 
Right Worfhipfull Edward Simpfon, Doétor of Laws and Judge 
of the Court of Admiralty of the Cinque Ports, that Right and 
Juftice may be duly adminiftered to him and his party in the pre- 
mifles. And that the faid goods be pronounced to belong at the 
time of the feizure of the fame to the King of Spain, his vaffals, or 
fubjects, or others inhabiting within his Countries, Territories, or 
Dominions, and as fuch liable and fubje& to Confifcation, and to be 
adjudged and condemned to the faid Duke of Dorfet, &c. as and for 
Goods of Enemies, and as Perquifites of the Admiralty of the Cinque 


Ports, by you and your Definitive Sentence to be given in this 
Behalfe. 


THE LORD .WARDEN’S SPEECH AT THE 
BANQUET. 


ORD PALMERSTON rofe and faid:—“ Mr. Mayor 
Z) and Gentlemen, it is really not one of thofe commonplace 

x expreflions which are ufual on thefe occafions, if I fay 

¥ “fi that no words can adequately exprefs the fmalleft por- 
tion of the gratitude which I feel for the kind, the warm, the 
cordial reception which I have met with, not only in this hall, but 
in every part of the precinéts of Dover through which I have pafled 
during the proceedings of to-day. It were indeed the faddeft heart, 
| as cold and as hard as the chalk and flint on which your Caftle 
ftands, that could remain infenfible to the warm and heartfelt demon- 
trations I have had the pleafure this day to receive from fo large a 
number of my fellow-countrymen. I feel, indeed, Gentlemen, that 
the only claim I can have to that goodwill, fo frankly and cordially 
difplayed, muft be my good intentions to ferve my country, my 
attachment to and refpect for the inftitutions of that country, and the 
opinion, it may be by fome confidered a prejudice, imbibed from my 
earlieft years and ftrengthened and confirmed as years have rolled on, 
that my fellow-countrymen, taken as a nation, have not their equal 
on the face of the earth. You will have the kindnefs, Gentlemen, 
to receive this as a confidential communication, for I fear that if it 
got abroad it might do harm. I feel that having accepted an office 
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of high antiquity, of great honour and diftinétion, which has been 
held before me, I believe, by 118 diftinguifhed men, and fome of 
them the moft diftinguifhed this country has produced; I feel that 
fome explanation may be due on my part for the temporary delay 
which took place in the filling up of the office. The fact is that 
when the vacancy occurred Her Majefty was gracioufly pleafed to 
fignify to me her intention to confer that office on me. I deemed it 
my duty refpectfully to ftate that I thought myfelf bound in the firft 
place to afcertain whether it was an office it was expedient to keep 
up, or whether, under the altered circumftances under which it was 
placed, it might be abolifhed. I therefore took time to inquire. I 
foon found that, although undoudtedly the office had been fhorn of 
many of its former attributes and powers, it was neverthelefs fo inter- 
woven with the organization of the ancient Cinque Ports that to 
abolifh it would have been tantamount to altering altogether, if not 
deftroying, that ancient conftitution ; and knowing, as I did, the deep- 
rooted and honourable attachment the people of the Cinque Ports 
feel for their ancient inftitutions, I concluded it was right that the 
office fhould be continued; and therefore I availed myfelf of the 
gracious invitation of Her Majefty by occupying it as had been pro- 
pofed. ‘There was, therefore, fome delay, for, although the falary has 
difappeared, there are in the patent, as thofe who heard it read this 
morning muft remember, certain words about flot/am and jet/am, and 
fimilar matters, which imply fome poffibility of profit; and confe- 
quently, as the acceptance of the office neceflarily vacated my feat 
in the Houfe of Commons, it was not expedient that I fhould offer 
myfelf to my conftituents for re-election until the Eafter recefs 
arrived. I beg, therefore, Gentlemen, to ftate that no difparagement 
of the dignity of the office, no underyaluing of the honour which it 
confers, was the caufe of my apparent hefitation in accepting it. 

“¢ Gentlemen, I honour the people of the Cinque Ports for their 
attachment to this ancient conftitution. There is nothing which 
more dignifies man than a clinging to ancient and honourable tradi- 
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tions. Our patriotifm, like our charity, ought to begin at home. 
A man fhould begin by loving his home and his family ; he fhould 
then love his town and his diftri€t; he fhould love his county, and 
then he will love his country. So far from thefe local attachments 
narrowing the human mind or cramping and debafing its fympathies, 
they are the real, the true, and ftable foundation for the enlarged and 
honourable feelings that bind men to the nation and country to which 
they belong. In former times, as has been well faid, the Cinque 
Ports furnifhed materials for the defence of the realm. They were 
required to put afloat fifty-feven veffels and their crews when our 
fhores were in danger. As my noble friend Lord Clarence Paget 
obferved, you are now relieved from that fpecial burden, and have 
only to put your fhoulders to the wheel in common with the reft of 
your fellow-countrymen. We have now fo magnificent a fleet that, 
as my noble friend juftly faid, it is equal, and, I may fay, fuperior, to 
anything in the world. We have feen to-day that, although you do 
not put failors on board fhip, you put foldiers on the turf, and you 
{till furnifh as many men for the fervice of the State as formerly 
manned your fhips. And there was this gratifying circumftance 
noticeable in the {cene we witnefled to-day, that, along with the red 
and grey coats of the infantry, and the darker colours of the artillery, 
the blue jackets were feen performing field evolutions with as much 
regularity and precifion as the land troops; we beheld the brave 
feamen and fifhermen of the coaft, who have enrolled themfelves for 
the fervice of their country, qualifying themfelves for any duty 
in defence of our fhores fhould they ever be aflailed by any enemy. 
Colonel M‘Murdo truly obferved that recent events in America 
fhould teach us a valuable leffon. ‘The example of what has hap- 
pened acrofs the Atlantic fhows that you may colledt thoufands of 
men together and put uniforms on their backs and mufkets in their 
hands, but you do not thereby convert them into foldiers or into an 
army; there muft be difcipline. It is not enough that there fhould 
be individual bravery. Why, our coufins in America, as individual 
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men, are as brave as any that tread the earth; they are of the fame 
ftock as ourfelves, they are defcended from the fame parents, are 
animated by the fame {pirit, and prepared to encounter equal dangers. 
But when thoufands of men as perfonally courageous as any race in 
exiftence get together, each man wanting that confidence in his com- 
rades which difcipline and training can alone fupply, they exhibited 
| to the world that unfortunate rapidity of backward movement which 
took place at Bull’s Run. That, I fay, is no difparagement to the 
valour of the Americans, but affords, I repeat, a leflon which we 
ourfelves may ufefully ponder and remember, viz., that difcipline and 
organization are indifpenfable to make any army efficient in the field. 
But, Gentlemen, although we may profit by the experience of others, 
I do not think the leflon is fpecially needed by the Volunteers of 
England, becaufe thofe Volunteers have by their fagacity fubmitted 
themfelves to military inftruction and training, and are rapidly ac- 
quiring all that knowledge which is effential to military organization. 
Some months ago I heard Colonel M‘Murdo, at a public dinner at 
which we were both prefent, ftate that either 30,000 or 40,000, I 
forget which, out of a force of 150,000 Volunteers were fitted to 
take part with troops of the line. Since that time that 150,000 has, 
I believe, mounted to 170,000, and there can be no doubt that, if - 
their fervices were needed, that number would be {peedily increafed 
to any extent to which arms, ammunition, and officers could be found 
for them. 

“¢ Gentlemen, I think the Volunteer movement is the moft honour- 
able event recorded in the hiftory of any nation. If we had had, as 
was the cafe in former times, a large army and a great fleet collected 
on a neighbouring coaft, threatening the invafion of this country, it 
was not furprifing—indeed, it would have been furprifing had the fa& 
been otherwife—if hundreds of thoufands of men fhould have ftarted 
up and afked for inftruétion and organization as Volunteers. But 
there was no fuch cafe in this inftance. There was, however, a 
feeling on the part of the people of this country, a kind of fagacious 
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inftinét, that our means of defence were not fuch as they ought to 
be. There was a general indifpofition to go beyond a certain ftan- 
dard in time of peace in regard to the numerical ftrength of our 
ftanding army, and a conviétion that we could not expeét to rival 
thofe powers which have hundreds of thoufands of armed men con- 
{tantly arrayed within their limits. The nation, on the other hand, 
felt that our regular army and militia, however excellent and efficient 
in themfelves, were {till fhort of what might by poffibility be required, 
and by a fpontaneous and almoft inftantaneous effort, not fuggefted 
by the Government, but emanating from the independent aétion and 
public fpirit of the people, there fprang into life that magnificent 
force of which we have had an admirable fample to-day. 

“ Gentlemen, I truft that that organization is fo engrained in the 
minds of Englifhmen, has fo entirely become one of the familiar 
{ports and exercifes of the nation, that no circumftance will ever 
induce them to give it up, and that no confiderations, whether of 
economy or otherwife, will caufe any government to refufe the aid 
and encouragement neceflary to give due effect to the movement. 
We cannot, as I have faid before, attempt to cope with thofe great 
States which maintain hundreds of thoufands of regular foldiers. 
We accept with franknefs the right-hand of friendfhip, wherever it is 
tendered to us. Wedo not diftruft that proffered right-hand becaufe 
we fee the left-hand grafping the hilt of the {word ; but when that 
left plainly does fo grafp the hilt of the fword, it would be extreme 
folly in us to throw away our fhield of defence. There are, Gentle- 
men, two fecurities for peace ;—the one confifts in a ftate of perfect 
infignificance, the other in a ftate of perfect defence. The fecurity 
arifing from perfect infignificance England, I think, will never 
enjoy; the fecurity for peace which arifes from a perfect ftate of 
defence, unconnected with any notions of aggreffion, not coupled 
with hoftility towards any one, but confined folely to a manly deter- 
mination to protect and maintain what we have, is a fecurity which 
- I truft this country will long continue to poflefs. And fo far from 
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that being a reafon why the moft friendly relations fhould not be kept 
up with foreign powers, in my opinion it is the only true, folid, and 
{table foundation upon which thofe friendly relations and the hope of 
a durable peace can permanently reft. 

“Mr. Mayor, my Lords, and Gentlemen, I beg to return you 
my moft fincere and heartfelt thanks for the honour you have done 
me, and I can affure you that I fhall ever confider the day now 
drawing to a clofe one of the proudeft in the whole courfe of my 
liters 
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
